Teamsters present

The Teamsters local 
repr^enting city employes in 
Romulus is laying it on the line 
to the city council. 

Local 214 of the State, 
County and Municipal 
Workers Union, which took 
over repres-?htation for the 
employes after they voted out 
Council 23 of the AFL-CIO in 
April, has presented counter¬ 
proposals to a contract offer 


submitted by the city council 
late Friday afternoon. 

■ Joseph Valenti is president 
of Local 214. He outlined 
exactly why he thought the 
city’s offer was inadequate. 

“1 think w e have been more 
than tolerant with the City of 
Romulus,” Valenti said, 
‘‘when you convert from one 
union to another, there are 
problems, but it shouldn’t take 
four months to straighten 
them out.” 


Krause receives 
probation, fine 


Former Huron Township 
Treasurer James J. Krause, 
32, has been sentenced to five 
years probation and $750 court 
costs following his conviction 
on charges of embezzling 
public funds. 

Wayne County Circuit Judge 
Edward S. Piggins told 
Krause Wednesday he must 
also repay the township the 
$5,798 he took from the public 
sewer fund. 

Krause faced ^ possible 
five-year prison term and a 
fine of up to $10,000 after he 
was convicted on the charge 
June 15 following a five-day 
trial. He had been indicted by 
a Wayne County Grand jury. 

Krause was specifically 
accused of embezzling the 
money from the township's 
general fund in 1970 by 
shifting money from the 
general fund to the sewer 
receiving fund and then using

money from that account for 
his personal use. 

The funds Krause placed in 
the sewer receiving account 
came from the State of 
Michigan and represented a

The employes present 
contract expired April 19. 

Valenti said that the union is 
seeking wages for Romulus 
employes comparable to those 
received by workers in other 
Detroit suburbs with income 
comparable to Romulus. 

To this end, the local has 
compiled a comparison of 
such cities and come up with 
some wage averages to use as 
bargaining guidelines. 

Valenti indicated that the 
averages presented to Mayor 
Hyle J. Carmichael last w^k 
were put together using 
figures from five communities 
with which the union has 
recently completed 
negotiations. TThey are 
Sterling Heights, Redford 
Township, Madison Heights, 
Birmingham and Hazel Park. 

Some of the average figures 
arrived at are as follows: 

Persons in labor 
classifications for these cities 
earn an average wage of $4.01 
per hours. Romulus, in its 
contract proposal has offered 
$3.76 per hour. 

Equipment operators in 
these communities average 
$4.49 per hour. Romulus has 
offered $3.93.5 per hour. 

‘Heavy equipment operator’s 
average is ^.98. Romulus’ 
figure is $4.26. 

Meter readers in the 
averaged cities receive $4.25 
per hour. Romulus has offered 
$3.65.5. 

Valenti said that although 
some of the pay raises offered 
by the city appear to be

With the refusal of .the city 
council to accept petitions for 
a referendum, Romulus’ 
latest zoning hassle is in court. 

Attorney Ernest Ryback 
filed the suit yesterday 
morning and indicated that 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Charles S. Farmer 
would hear the case Aug. 18. 

The Citizens Advisory 
Committee on Zoning and 
others, including the Romulus 
Democratic Club, have 
blasted the city council for 
closed-door changes in the 
zoning ordinance just prior to 
its adoption May 6. 

Leading the referendum 
fight is Robert Plank, 
chairman of the Citizens 
Advisory Committee and a 
spokesman for the group that 
initiated the campaign for a 
referendum. 

He and lawyer Ernest 
Ryback explained the group’s 
position at last week’s council 
meeting and informed the 
councilmen that they would 
file suit if the petitions were 
rejected. 

‘‘We feel that you have a 
moral obligation to handle city 
affairs in public and not 
behind closed doors,” Ryback 
told the council. 

He said private sessions 
prohibited the people from 
expressing themselves to the 
public officials thdT^^IiScted. 

The suit contains two 
elements, the attorney said 
yesterday. The first states 
that the people have the legal 
right to a referendum on the 
ordinance; the silcond arguvis 
tl;a t u’J^ •^'^73 
were made b: y people n / 
empowered to ^ake such 
changes. ^ 

Ryback said several times 
that his group would rather sit 
down and negotiate with 
council to arrive at a solution 
than take the battle to court. 

He explained that the 
council had two courses of 
action: To place the 'zoning 
matter before the people for a 
referendum vote or to say that 
the people had no right to a 
referendum, in which case 
court was the next step. 

The council decided on courj,^ 
when they followed the advice 
of legal counsel John Young 
and voted to reject the 
petitions. Young’s obligation 
declared that the zoriing or¬ 
dinance was not legally 
subject to a referendum. 

Councilmen Jimmy C. 
Raspberry, Edmund Bizek, 
Ellis Pennington and Brooker 
Edwards voted against the 
referendum. 

Councilmen Fred Junior 
Block, William Oakley and 
James C. Stewart were in 
favor of a referendum. 

‘‘In my opinion,” Stewart 
said, ‘‘the legal counsel has 
based his recommendation on 
a ruling from a case in another 
city that dealt with only a 
portion of the zoning or¬ 
dinance. Here we are dealing 
with the whole thing. I think 
our legal counsel is confused.” 

Ryback also indicated that, 
once the court moves on the 
suit, the zoning ordinance 
would be suspended. 

The citizens group 
recommendation was that ^e 
council rescind the zoning 
ordinance it passed, vote to 


accept the original form of the 
ordinance, and then begin 
amending the ordinance as 
necessary. 

Council President Rasp¬ 
berry suggested instead that 
the objecting citizens go back 
throu^ the planning com¬ 
mission to ask reconsideration 
of objectionable items in the 
zoning law. He said then the 
council would consider 
whatever the commission 
recommended. 


Ryback said his clients 
opposed this procedure 
because delay in filing suit 
would close some of the legal 
channels available to them. 

Among the specific com¬ 
plaints of the citizens group is 
the lack of a local building 
code and a local subdivision 
control law which they say 
council promised to adopt 
simultaneously with the 
zoning ordinance. 


Other contentions of the 
group are: 

—That mflltiple zonings 
have been granted by council 
in an area where the people 
are already upset with the 
over-abundance of multiples; 

—Gas station zonings 
granted against the wishes of 
the citizens, while other 
zonings and text changes 
requested through the ad¬ 
visory committee were 
denied; 


—Failure of the council fo 
discuss other changes that 
they made and the fact that aH 
of their actions were taken in 
private executive sessions. 

Interviewed after the 
meeting, Plank said, ‘This is 
typical of the actions the four 
council members (Raspberry, 
Pennington, Bizek and Ed¬ 
wards) have been taking. The

Family needs miracle 

Mother of 6 girls dying of cancer

Arnold McGinnis, his wife, Eva, and their six little girls 
live in a modest white house on Huron River Drive, about a 
half mile west of the Kelsey-Hayes plant in Romulus. 

They badly need a couple of miracles. Their neighbor, Rick 
Franz, is trying to get at least one miracle started for them. 

Eva McGinnis, 29, has a cancer that her doctors say is going 
to take her life before another summer passes. Dn warm 
days she lies on a cot under a willow tree in her yard and 
thinks about the miracle that could happen to reprieve her 
fH)m her harsh sentence. 

But, because her swollen body hurts and the terrible, smfi 
weight loss has made her pretty face gaunt during the past 
three months, she is thinking more about accepting what she 
calls “(iod’s will.” 

In fact, she’s depending on her faith in God to see her 
through her ofdcal. 


While Rick and Ruby Franz are neighbors to the McGinnis 
family, they were not acquainted until recently. 

‘‘The first we heard about their troubles was when Ruby 
and I stopped at Betty’s restaurant in Romulus for a bite to 
eat. Everyone was so somber and we asked what was wrong. 
They told us about the situation,” Franz explained. 

‘‘This family has terrible problems,” he went on. “The 
father has worked at Willow Run Rubber Company for 16 
years, but he’s cut back to two or three days a w^k. He s 
working all kinds of odd jobs, a day hereon construction and a 
day there doing something else.” 

But he doesn’t ea'^n en'^ugh. Eva’s prescriptions 
c; .ines run $35 to $40 a week; six kids cost plenty to clothe 
and teed ; then there are the house payments. The McGinnis’ 
a little behind in their land’ contract installments right 
now, and Eva worries about that. 

She worries about the kids too, although she tries not to.

Curylo was a jack hammer 
operator on a construction site 
near Pontiac. His doctors say 
that as a result of his injuries 
he is unable to do anything 
that requires bendjng, lifting, 
walking sitting or climbing. 
There are occasions when, he 
says, the pain is so severe that 
he is unable to move from his 
bed and must have medication 
for relief. 

The award was made by a 
Circuit Court jury after 
weeks of testimony.

and the absorption of the present Romulus Police Force into 
the county department, on a pay scale determined by in¬ 
dividual years of experience with the city force. 

County officials reported that rising costs forced the county 
ro rasie the price of one unit from $175,000 annually to 
$198,216. 

However, total cost for the first year of operation will be 
$378,000. The Sheriff’s Road Patrol will provide officers to 
cover Romulus on a full-time basis. 

Another clause in the contract prevents cancellation by 
either party before three years, with one year of notice. 

A further complication in the contract hassle was a court 
suit by the Romulus Police Officers Association (RPOA), 
which was steadfastly opposed to the city-county merger. 

That suit w

That suit was settled when Circuit Court Judge Charles S. 
Farmer ruled in favor of the city. 

The RPOA maintained that a merger would be a violation 
of the city charter, which they said required that the city be 
patrolled by a “city police force.” . 

A millage proposal passed in 1968 established a police force 
for the then Romulus Township. This IVi mdl levy does not 
expire until 1972. 

The county was of the opinion that the millage was no bar 
to a contract, since the CTty Charter adopted with the in¬ 
corporation of Romulus as a city superceded township rules. 

Judge Farmer apparently agreed with the county and city, 
ruling that the merger was legal.

(Continued from Pag® ^ 
advisory group sent one year 
working on the Master Zoning 
Program. 

“We had the advice of many 
professionals, held many 
public meetings and worked in 
conjunction with the Romulus 
Planning Commission, the 
mayor and his staff, several 
councilmen and the city at¬ 
torney.

can satisfactorily show the 
union that the cities included 
in the wage comparision in 
reality have much higher 
incomes, then Local 214 would 
re-evaluate its position.

For instance, pay raises 
could be split, partially taking 
effect retroactive to April, 
partially in July and again in 
January. The employes are 
seeking pay retroactive to 
when their contract expired in 
April. 

A multi-year arrange, lent 
is also possible, by which 
Romulus employes could get 
substantial raises as employe 
salaries in othe cities went up. 
The eventual goal, over a 
period of two years, for 
example, would be parity with 
these other communities. 


“Another method,” Valenti 
stated, “is the conversion 
method. But it may be a little 
premature to begin men¬ 
tioning that yet.” 

By this type of 
arrangement, the city would 
abandon its Blue Cross in¬ 
surance plan to convert to the 
Teamsters’ Health and 
Welfare Plan, which contains

Romulus council, 


public are at fault 


It appears the City of Romulus is highly 
jinxed where zoning is concerned. The city 
fathers can’t seem to come up with a zoning 
ordinance that will keep them out of court. 

The latest upheaval is between members of 
the Citizens Advisory Committee and other 
citizens and groups, and four members of the 
city council-Jimmie C. Raspberry, Edmund 
Bizek, Ellis Pennington and Brooker Ed¬ 
wards. 

Committeeman Robert Plank and his 
associates rounded up signatures for petitions 
seeking a referendum on the zoning or¬ 
dinance. These councilmen would not accept 
the petitions on the grounds that the zoning 
ordinance is not legally subject to a 
referendum. 

While the court suit is in progress, the 
zoning ordinance is ineffective. 

We will trust in the courts to decide whether 
the council can legally prevent a referendum 
on the question. However, involved in this 
dispute is a larger issue, which is not a legal 
question. 

It concerns the people’s right to govern 
themselves, and the council’s moral 
obligation to listen to the people who elected 
its members. 

We feel that the council was out of line when 
it made changes in the zoning ordinance 
behind closed doors. We feel the people were 
cheated by the backhanded way the council 
decided on the final version of the ordinance. 

Executive sessions sometimes have a 
legitimate purpose. We don’t think legitimate 
purposes were served here. 

Such secretiveness automaticaUy gives rise 
to questins about councilmen thintog more 
of their own interests than of the good of the 
City of Romulus. 'This is unfortunate when it 
is true. 


But the councilmen would be hard pressed 
to convince the public that depriving the 
people of their right to know and their right to 
determine the shape of their laws is in their 
best interest. 

We think the fair, and certainly more 
democratic, means of settling this dispute 
would be for the council to adopt the original 
zoning ordinance and then, in full view of the 
public during regular council meetings, 
discuss the changes it thinks are necessary. 

At the same time, we are not satisfied 
either with the participation of the people of 
Romulus in such important decisions as 
zoning. 

We feel that at a time when weighty 
subjects - as zoning, new employe contracts 
and police mergers are being discussed, the 
new municipal building should be jammed. 
Such crowds are sadly lacking. Such lack of 
interest severely hurts only the citizens 
themselves, whose taxes support every 
measure passed in those city councU sessions. 

Romulus is by no means a beautiful city. On 
the other hand, it has vast potential for 
development into a solid, good looking 
community supported by a broad tax base. 

A good zoning law will make the city; a bad 
one will break it. 

It’s up to the citizens to find out which they 
are getting. 

Since the council has refused to sit down 
with the petitioners and discuss 
disagreements, we support the efforts toward 
a referendum. 

And we strongly urge the citizens, who have 
a very real interest in good zoning, to dig into 
what the council is doing. 

Although there won’t be a council election 
until 1973, it is definitely not too early for 
people to start learning which way to vote.

Environment act is good law

On Oct. 1,1970, a much publicized law took effect 
in Michigan. 

The law, dubbed the “Environmental Protection 
Act of 1970,’’ offered Michigan citizens a vehicle for 
combating the destruction of the air, water and 
other natural resources. 

Prior to enactment of this law, people had been 
forced to rely on the effectiveness of existing 
government agencies charged with enforcing local, 
state and federal regulations. Pollution of our 
natural resources continued as violations went 
undiscovered, often due to inadequate staffing of 
regulatory agencies or because the agencies 
themselves simply failed to act on complaints 
registered by citizens. 

Efforts against pollution also suffered because 
many of the regulations were too weak. It became 
increasingly apparent that additional legislation 
was needed to correct this problem. Michigan’s 
Environmental Protection Act was passed by the 
legislature and signed by the (Jovemor in July of 
last year. 

The most controversial segments of this law, and 
perhaps its chief assets, define what parties may 
initiate court action and for what cause. Individual 
citizens are permitted to bring suit against the 
state, any of its political subdivisions or agencies, or 
any person, or corporation, and need not wait for 
the attorney general or a state agency to act against 
alleged polluters. 


Not only may cities and corporations be sued, but 
cases may arise in which one state agency is 
bringing another state agency or the state itself into 
court. Legal proceedings may be started to protect 
the public trust in instances where pollution 
violations have already occurred, or where 
violations are “likely to occur.’’ Rather than being 
forced to sit back and wait for environmental 
damage to take place before l^al steps may be 
employed, the mere likelihood that pollution might 
occur is sufficient ground to begin court action. 

During hearings and debate on the bill, several 
arguments were raised concerning the effects such 
a law would have. Opponents of the measure 
claimed that the courts would be flooded with 
frivolous suits of little or no relevancy. It was 
maintained that such an onslaught of legal action 
would place unnecessary demands on state agen¬ 
cies required to defend their actions. 

Testimony was also heard which asserted that 
passage of this law would disrupt established and 
proven methods of procedure developed over a 
period of years. Business and industry represen¬ 
tatives held that implementation of such a sweeping 
law would result in much employment and serve 
economic consequences, as industries would be shut 
down by enforcement of this law. 

The fears and claims raised by the law’s op¬ 
ponents prior to its enactment 10 months ago have 
failed to materialize. Circuit courts in Michigan 
have not been inundated with a rash of legal suits 


broughtunder the auspices of the Enivronmental 
Protection Act. 

In fact, fewer than 15 cases have been initiated as 
a result of this law. Similiarly, the state, while 
hardly experiencing an economic boom, has not 
witnessed the permanent closing of any industries. 
And the much ballyhooed argument that state 
agencies would find their operations crippled also 
has proved false. 

While it is stiU too soon to make definitive con¬ 
clusions about the law’s effectiveness, it is possible 
to record some degree of measurement.- The law 
has given leverage to local and state governments 
and agencies to deal with existing or potential 
polluters. Rather than being forced to take an in¬ 
dustry to court, agreements to correct practices 
damaging to our natural resources have been 
reached. 


The ability of citizens to seek redress of their 
grievances has been greatly enhanced. Last week, 
11 families in Wyandotte brought suit in Wayne 
Ck)unty Circuit Court against practices of the City of 
Wyandotte, DetroitEdison and two industrial firms 
under this law for polluting the air. 

State agencies, as well, also hav^ been put on 
notice that they are liable in court for failure to 
enforce the laws protecting Michigan’s natural 
resources. In addition, Michigan’s Environmental 
Protection Act of 1970 has served as a model which 
other states have adopted to deal with pollution of 
air, water and other natural resources. 

It’s a good law!

Q. I’m teaching a summer 
school class in science and 
was asked about boric acid 
being a dangerous drug being 
used in narcotics. I’ve looked 
through some standard 
references on drug abuse and 
can’t find any reference to this 
drug being used for a “high”. 
To me it’s been something 
used in baby powder and eye 
wash. Can this drug really be 
abused? And if so, shouldn’t 
its sale be controlled? 

(Mrs. R.M., Westland) 

A. Boric acid really cannot 
produce a “high’’ but has 
found its way into street drugs 
anyway. Here’s a recent 
statement from the Bureau of 
Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs : 

A potentially harmful 
mixture of cocaine and boric 
acid has been found in the 
illicit drug market in at least 
three cities ... The boric acid 
content runs as high as 50 per 
cent. Based on use by cocaine 
abusers this may result in an 
intake of up to 150 mg. of boric 
acid a day. 

The fatal dose of boric acid 
is upwards of 15 grams (about 
one-half ounce). The average 
cocaine abuser who is getting 
this adulterant in this drug 
would be getting only 1-100 of 
this amount per day. 
However, unfortunately, boric 
acid tends to build up in the 
body ; and ultimately a toxic 
or even fatal level may be 
achieved. 

The first symptoms of boric 
acid poisoning are nausea, 
vomiting and diarrhea. Death 
results from collapse of the 
circulatory system. Kidney 
damage may also occur. 

This is a good example of a 
good drug gone wrong. It has 
its uses, but was just never 
intended to be “snorted’’ or 


injected as it is with cocaine. 

It should be pointed out that 
even in legitimate use this 
drug, along with any other 
drug you may mention, has its 
attendant hazards. 

For example, boric acid was 
used in almost all the largest 
selling baby powder as a mild 
antiseptic up to about 15 years 
ago. Then it was discovered 
that some infants were dying 
as a result of the drug being 
absorbed through the skin. 
Today it is not used for this 
purpose. 

It is still used properly and 
safely in eye drops and eye 
washes. In this usage it is not 
harmful to either the eyes or 
to the general system. 

The point to be made here is 
that any drug may be 
hazardous to certain people 
but it takes often many years 
to discover this. A second, and 
fairly obvious point is that 
many drugs used in ways 
other than legitimately may 
be toxic or fatal to anyone. 

We heard a physician not 
long ago descibe marihuana 
as “just another drug’’. One of 
his listeners asked “You mean 
it’s that safe? ’’ “No, it’s that 
bad’’. 

Q. Does LSD cause birth 
defects? 

W.M., Livonia 

A. This has to be the most 
commonly asked queston 
asked about this drug. We 
have answered it before in this 
column, but it might be a good 
idea to approach it now in a 
sli^tly (Afferent way: the 
ability of LSD to cause birth 


defects in humans has neither 
been finally proved or 
disproved at this time. There 
are very few drugs or 
chemicals of any sort that 
have been given a clean bill of 
health in this respect. This is 
true even of highly researched 
prescription meications. A 
good physician is generally 
very reluctant to give any 
medication, unless really 
needed, to a woman in the first 
three months of her 
pregnancy. The point we are 
trying to make is that it is 
unwise to use any drugs 
promiscuously when 
pregnancy is possible. 

Can LSD kill you? 

R.B. Redford 

A. No. The danger is that 
you may kill yourself under 
the influence of this drug. 
Things such as flying from tall 
buildings, walking on water 
etc. seem well within his 
capabilities to someone who is 
really “tripping”. 


Q. What do you think is the 
greatest danger in LSD. 

N.L., Plymouth 

A. Probably strychnine. 
This is highly leth^ poison 
which is all too commonly 
used around here to adulterate 
LSD. You have no way of 
knowing if it is in a dose until 
it’s too late. There have been 
fatalities reported; a sad and 
senseless way to die.

Faust bill guards 
funds for patients 


Legislation aimed at 
protecting funds deposited 
with nursing homes by their 
pateints was proposed last 
week by Senator William 
Faust. 

A bill introduced by Faiist, 
whose 13th District includes 
Belleville, Romulus, Van 
Buren, Huron and Sumpter., 
would require nursing homes 
to provide, as a condition of 
licensing, a surety bond for 
funds deposited with the home 
in behalf of patients. 

“By requiring nursing 
homes to post a bond, patients 
andf their guardians will have 
some assurance that the 
money will be used as they 
have directed,” said Faust. 

Under existing law, he 
added, patients and ‘their 
guardians have no way of 
recovering any money 
misused by a nursing home 
unless legal action is initiated.

Faust’s bill would require 
nursing homes to file a bond 
equal to at least one and one- 
fourth times the average 
balance of all patients’ funds 
held during the previous year. 

If a nursing home misap¬ 
propriated or comingled 
patients’ funds, the patient or 
his guardian could thereby 
recover the money through 
the bond. 

“Such a bonding 
requirement,” said Faust, 
“will give some protection to 
the public as well as private 
monies deposited with nursing 
homes.”

WATER SYSTEM OPERATING ORDINANCE 


AN ORDINANCE to amend Ordinance No. 17 of the 
Township of Sumpter entitled: 

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE MAIN¬ 
TENANCE AND OPERATION OF PUBLICLY OWNED 
WATER SUPPLY FACILITIES IN THE TOWNSHIP OF 
SUMPTER ON A PUBLIC UTILITY BASIS; 
PROVIDING FOR THE FIXING AND COLLECTION OF 
RATES AND CHARGES TO USERS OF SAID 
FACILITIES; PROVIDING ROR THE ALLOCATION 
AND USE OF THE REVENUES DERIVED FROM THE 
COLLECTION OF RATES AND CHARGES; 
PROHIBITING UNAUTHORIZED CONNECTIONS, AND 
PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED by the Township Board of 
the Township of Sumpter, Wayne County, Michigan: 
Section 1. That Section 5 of the Ordinance be amended to 
add the following paragraph entitled Contractor’s 
License 

CONTRACTOR’S LICENSE 

License Required: No person, persons, firm or cor¬ 
poration shall engage in the business of contracting to 
perform the work of piping water service from the 
property line to the building of the owner or user, unless 
such person, persons, firm or corporation shall have 
received approval from the Water and Sewer Commission 
for a “Water Service Contractor’s License”; nor shall any 
f^rson, persons, firm or corporation, except a person duly 
licensed by the Township and employed by and working 
under the direction of a holder of a “Water Service Con¬ 
tractor’s License” in any manner undertake to execute 
any piping for water service from the property line to a 
building, except that a bonafide home owner may do work 
for his own residence (place of abode) without license 
providing he first obtains a permit, does the work himself 
in accordance with all the rules and regulations and 
receives approval of the Field Superintendent I of the 
Township Water Depj.rtment. 

Application for License: Each application shall be 
made in writing, stating the qualifications and experience 
which shall be attested to under oath and submitted to the 
Water and Sewer Commission and shall be accompanied 
by a fee of $150.00 dollars. 

The Commission may act upon the written application 
or may request the presence of the applicant for oral 
examination by the (Commission and the Commisson may 
employ such experts as may be necessary to substantiate 
the applicant’s qualifications. 

Approval of License: Upon approval of the license the 
application fee shall be paid into the General Fund of the 
Township and shall be credited as applicant’s license fee. 
The Township Clerk shall issue a “Water Service Con¬ 
tractor’s License” upon the presentment of a bond run¬ 
ning to the Township of Sumpter with good and sufficient 
sureties in the penal sum of $1,000, conditioned upon 
prompt and complete compliance with all of the 
provisions of this Ordinance ar*d any and all rules and 
regulations adopted by the Wate & Sewer Commission or 
the Township ^ard pursuant L ?reto, and evidence of 
insurance coverage in the follow wig amounts: 

Personal Injury-one person $10,000 

Personal Injury-one accident $20,000 

Property Damage-one accident $10,000 
Denial of License: Upon denial of application for “Water 
Service Contractor’s License”, the applicant may appeal 
to the Township Board for review of application. Township 
Board, on appeal, may reverse or affirm the Water and 
Sewer Commission’s decision, or refer the application 
back to the (Ommission for further study and 
examination. 

Upon denial of the license, the application fee shall be 
returned to the applicant, less $50.00 if no appeal to the 
Township Board was taken, and less $100.00 if an appeal 
was held, as and for the reasonable expenses incurred by 
the Township in the processing of the application. 

Expiration & Renewal of License: All licenses shall 
expire on April 1st of each year and may be renewed 
without Commission or Board action provided said 


renewal application shall be properly certified by the Field 
Superintendent of the Township Water Department, his 
duly authorized agent, or such persons as may be 
designated by the Township Board to enforce this Or¬ 
dinance; that the applicant has complied with all local 
and state laws and that the rules and regulations 
promulgated hereunder have been strictly observed. 

The Township Clerk shall issue and renew the “Water 
Service Contractor License” upon evidence of cer¬ 
tification as prescribed above, payment of $100.00 as 
renewal fee, which fee shall be paid into the General Fund 
of the Township. Renewal of the Bond and Insurance as 
prescribed and required in the original application. 


Revocation of License: The Water and Sewer Com- V 
mission or the Township Board may revoke or suspend y, 
any license upon the recommendation of the persons 
charged with the responsibility of enforcing this or- 
dinance or upon written complaint of any owner, user, or X 
resident of the Township of Sumpter.

1. All commercial signs and billboards shall be limited to 
Commercial and Industrial Zoning Districts. 

2. All commercial signs adjacent to a superhighway or 
expressway shall be spaced not closer than seven hundred 
(700) feet apart along each side of the superhighway or 
expressway. 

3. All commercial signs adjacent to throughfares (section 
line roads) shall be spaced not closer than two hundred 
(200) feet apart along each side of the throughfare. 

4. A license fee for each sign shall be five dollars ($5.00) 
and shall terminate one (1) year after date issued. 

5. A renewable license fee for each sign shall be four 
dollars ($4.00) for each year and shall terminate one (1) 
year after date issued. 

6. A surety bond shall be provided with each sign license 
and each renewable sign license in an amount of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to insure faithful per¬ 
formance of license agreement. 

AN ORDINANCE TO LICENSE AND REGULATE 
THE ERECTION AND MAINTENANCE OF ALL SIGNS 
IN THE CITY OF ROMULUS. 

THE CITY OF R(^ULUS ORDAINS: 

ARTICLE I 
SHORT TITLE 

This ordinance shall hereafter be known and cited as the 
“Sign Ordinance”. 

ARTICLE II 
DEFINITIONS 

The words used in this Ordinance, unless the context 
otherwise indicates, shall mean as follows: 

Section 2.01 “ACCESSORY USE”. Shall mean in¬ 
cidental to the principal use of the building or land. 

2.02 “BUILDING LINE”. The building line shall be the 
existing or proposed right-of-way line as established by 
the Master Plan for the city of Romulus. 

2.03 “ERECT”. Shall mean to build, construct, attach, 
hang, place, suspend or affix. 

2.04 “INCOMBUSTIBLE MATERIAL”. Shall mean any 
material which will not ignite at or below a temperature of 
twelve hundred (1200) degrees Fahrenheit and will not 
continue to burn or glow at that temperature. 

2.05 “PERSON”. Shall mean and include an individual, 
firm, partnership, association, corporation, company or 
organization of any kind. 

2.06 “SIGN”. Shall mean any announcement, 
declaration, demonstration, display, illustration or in¬ 
signia designed to attract public attention. 

(a) Display Sign. A structure or device that is arranged, 
intended, designed or used as an advertisement, an¬ 
nouncement or direction. 

(b) Ground Sign. A display sign supported by uprights 
or braces in or upon the ground surface. 

(c) Marquee Sign. A display sign attached to or hung 
from a marquee, canopy or other covered structure 
projecting from and supported by the building and ex¬ 
tending beyond the building wall, building line or street lot 
line. 

(d) Movable Signs. Any sign of light construction, such 
as collapsible sandwich sign, or pedestal type sign, 
capable of being moved from one location to another and 
used for directing attention to a business, commodity, 
service or entertainment, conducted, sold or offered on 
the premises. 

(e) Projecting Sign. Projecting sign means a sign which 
is affixed to any building or structure, other than a 
marquee, and any part of which extends beyond the 
building wall. 

(f) Roof Sign. A display sign which is erected, con¬ 
structed and maintain^ above the roof of the building. 

(g) Temporary Sign. A display sign, banner or other 
advertising device constructed of cloth, canvas, fabric or 
other light temporary material, with or without a 
structural frame, intended for a limited period of display ; 
including political announcements, decorative displays 
for holidays or public demonstrations. 

(h) Wall Sign. A display sign which is painted on or 
attached directly to the building wall. 

2.07 “STRUCTURAL TRIM”. Shall mean the molding, 
battens, cappings, nailing strips, latticing, and platforms 
which are attached to the si^ structure. 

2.08 “SURFACE”. Shall mean the part of the sign upon, 
against or through which the message is displayed or 
iUustrated. 

2.09 “TOTAL SURFACE AREA OF SIGN”. The sum 
total of all exterior surfaces of the sign computed in 
square feet. In the case of a broken sign (a sign with open 
spaces between the letters) the total surface area shaD be 
measured by multiplying the height of the largest in¬ 
dividual letter by the distance between the outer edges of 
the two (2) furthermost letters. 

ARTICLE m 
PERMITS REQUIRED 

It shall be unlawful for any person to erect, repair, 
alter, relocate or maintain, within the city of Romulus, 
any sign as defined in this Ordinance, without first ob¬ 
taining an erection permit from the Building Inspector, 
with the exception of the following: 

Section 3.01 “SIGNS FOR WHICH A PERMIT IS NOT 
REQUIRED.” 

(a) Professional name plates not exceeding two (2) 
square feet in area. 

(b) Signs painted on the exterior surfaces of a building 
or structure and less than twelve (12) square feet in area, 
except where said signs have raised borders, letters, 
characters decorations or lighting appliances. 

(c) Bulletin boards not over twenty (20) square feet in 
area for public, charitable or religious institutions; 
provided, however, if said signs are electrically 
illuminated, and electrical permit must be obtained. 

(d) Occupational signs denoting only the name and 
profession of an occupant in a commercial, public or in¬ 
stitutional building, and not exceeding two (2) square feet 
in area. 

(e) Memorial signs or tablets, name of building and 
date of erection when cut, cast or engraved into any 
masonry or metal surface. 

(f) Traffic or other municipal signs, legal notices, 
danger and such temporary emergency or non¬ 
advertising signs as may be approved by the Building 
Inspector. 

(g) Those signs excepted in Section 5.02 and those signs 
described in Section 5.04. 

3.02 “APPLICATION FOR ERECTION PERMIT”. 
Application for erection permits shall be made upon 
blanks provided by the Building Inspector, and shall ' 
contain or have attached thereto the following information: 

(a) Name, address and telephone number of the ap¬ 
plicant. 

(b) Location of building, structure, or lot to which or 
upon which the sign or other advertising structure is to be 
attached or erected. 

(c) Position of the sign or other advertising structure in 
relation to nearby buildings or structures. 

“ (d) Two blueprints or ink drawings or the plans and 
specifications and method of construction and attachment 
to the building or in the ground. 

(e) Copy of stress sheets and calculations sno\ving the 
strucutre is designed for dead load and wind pressure in 
any direction in the amount required by this and all other 
laws and ordinances of the city. Provided, further, that 
where the Building Inspector deems it advisable he may 
require the approval of the structural design by a 
registered engineer. 

(f) Name of person, firm, corporation or association 
erecting structure. 

(g) Written consent of the owner where the sign is to be 
erected on vacant land. 

(h) In all cases where wiring is to be used in connection 
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with the structure, it shall comply with the electrical code 
of the Township of Romulus. 

(i) Insurance policy or bond as required by Section 3.10. 

(j) Such other information as the Building Inspector 
shall require to show full compliance wi^ this and all 
other laws and ordinances of the Township. 

3.03 “PERMIT ISSUED IF APPLICATION IN OR¬ 
DER”. It shall be the duty of the Building Inspector, upon 
the filing of any application for an erection permit to 
examine such plans and specifications and other data and 
the premises upon which it is proposed to erect the sign or 
other advertising structure, and if it shall appear that the 
proposed structure is in compliance with all the 
requirements of this Ordinance and all other laws and 
Ordinances of the city of Romulus, he shall then issue the 
erection permit. Any person filing an application for an 
^erection permit who feels that he has been aggrieved by 
the decisions of the Building Inspector shall have the right 
of an appeal before the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
providing such appeal is filed ^\^th the City Clerk within 
ten (10) days of the notice to him of the decision of the 
Building Inspector. 

3.04 “PERMIT FEES”. Every applicant, before being 
granted a permit hereunder, shall pay to the Treasurer of 
the City of Romulus a Permit Fee as shall be established 
by resolution of the City Council. 

Every permit, except those for temporary signs shall be 
renewed on or before March 31st of each year. 

(a) Inspection Fees. Every year the Building Inspector 
shall inspect each sign or other advertising structure 
regulated by this Ordinance for the purpose of ascer¬ 
taining whether the same is secure or ii^ecure, and 
whether it is in need of removal, repair, or painting, and to 
meet the expense of such inspection, the owner thereof 
shall pay to the City Treasurer the sum of two (2) cents 
multiplied by the number of square feet of area for each 
unit so inspected; provided, however, that in no event 
shall the inspection fee, per unit, be less than Two Dollars 
($2.00). The paying of the fee as described above shall 
constitute the renewal of the original permit for such sign. 
The Building Inspector shall not renew said permit if the 
sign does not pass such inspection or the fee is not paid; 
and he shall then request the owner of said sign to remove 
the same within a period of two (2) weeks. 

(b) Relief from Personal Responsiblity. The Building 
Inspector, officer or employee charged with the en¬ 
forcement of this Ordinance, while acting for the 
municipality, shall not thereby render himself liable 
personally, and he is hereby relieved from all personal 
liability for any damage that may accrue to persons or 
property as a result of any act required or permitted in the 
discharge of his official duties. In no case shall the 
Building Inspector or any of his subordinates be liable for 
costs in any action, suit or proceedings that may be in¬ 
stituted in pursuance to the provisions of this Ordinance; 
and any officer of the Building Department, acting in good 
faith and without malice, shall be free from liability for 
act or omission in the performance of his official duties in 
connection herewith. 

3.05 “REMOVING OR RECONSTRUCTION OF 
EXISTING SIGNS”. No sign heretofore approved and 
erected shall be altered or moved, nor shall any sign or 
any substantial part thereof, which is blown down, 
destroyed or removed, be re-erected, reconstructed, 
rebuilt or relocated unless it is made to comply with all 
applicable requirements of Article III. 

3.06 “REPAIR OF UNSAFE SIGNS”. This section shall 
not be construed to prevent the repair or restoration to a 
safe condition as directed by the Building Inspector of any 
part of any existing sign when damaige by storm or other 
accidental emergency. 

3.07 “Relocated signs”. Any sign that is moved to 
another location, either on the same or to other premises, 
shall be considered a new sign and a permit shall be 
secured for aTiy work performed in connection therewith 
as required by Article III. 

3.08 “PERMIT REVOCABLE AT ANY TIME”. All 
rights and privileges acquired under the provisions of this 
Odinance, or any amendment thereto, are mere licenses 
and may be revoked upon the violation of any of the 
conditions contained herein. If the work authorized under 
an erection permit has not been completed with six (6) 
months after date of issuance the said permit shall 
become null and void. 

3.09 “LICENSES FOR SIGN ERECTORS”. 

(a) Every person, firm or corporation engaged in the 
business of erecting or installing signs for which permits 
are required by this Ordinance shall obtain a sign 
Erector’s License from the Building Inspector to conduct 
such operations. 

(b) The Sign Erector’s License shall be renewed an¬ 
nually. 

3.10 “BOND”. Prior to the issuance of a Sign Erector’s 
License, the person, firm or corporation desiring such 
license shall file with the City Clerk a good an sufficient 
bond running to the City of Romulus in the penal sum of 
$5,000.00 to indemnify, save and keep harmless the City of 
Romulus from any and aU costs, damages or expenses of 
any kind whatsoever which may be suffered by the City of 
Romulus or which it may be put to, or which may accrue 
against it by charging to or recovering from said Town¬ 
ship from or by reason of the granting of permission to 
erect said sign or by reason of the negligence, failure or 
refusal of any person, firm or corporation to comply with 
all the provisions of this Ordinance applicable to such 
signs. 

3.10 A. A person or persons owning a particular parcel of 
land and who are desirous of erecting their own ground 
sign shall not be required to secure a Sign Erector’s 
License nor furnish a $5,000.00 bond. However, said person 
or persons shall be held liable for negligence or failure to 
comply with the (]leneral and other Requirements for all 
signs referred to in this Ordinance. 

3.11 “LAPSING OF BONDS”. At any time the bond of 
any Sign Erector is permitted to lapse, his license shall be 
automatically revoked. 

3.12 “REVOKING OF LICENSES”. The City Council 
shall revoke the license of any Sign Erector who does not 
comply with the requirements of this Ordinance. 

3.13 “SIGN ERECTORS LICENSE FEE”. Every ap¬ 
plicant before being granted a Sign Erector’s License 
shall pay to the City Trrasurer the fees as follows: 

(a) Original License $25.00 

(b) Annual Renewal License 10.00 

ARTICLE rv 

GENERAL REQUIREMENTS FOR ALL SIGNS 
WITHIN THE CITY OF ROMULUS 

All signs within the limits of the City of Romulus shall 
meet the following general requirements: 

Section 4.01 “WIND PRESSURE AND DEAD LOAD 
REQUIREMENTS”. All Si^s shall be designed and 
constructed to withstand a wind pressure of not less than 
thrity (30) pounds per square'foot of surface area and 
shall be constructed to receive dead loads as required in 
the Building Ck)de or other Ordinances of -the City of 
Romulus. 

4.02 “NUMBER, DATE AND VOLTAGE TO BE ON 
SIGN”. Every sign, hereafter erected, shall have placed 
in a conspicuous place thereon, in letters not less than on^ 
half inch in hei^t, the date of erection, the permit 
number, the voltage of any electrical apparatus used in 
connection therein and the name of the person, firm or 
corporation owning, erecting or operating such sign. 

4.03 “ILLUMINATION PERMITTED”. Reflectors, 
lights and other forms of illumination shall be permitted 
on all signs. All illumination shall be concentrated on the 
face area of the sign so as to prevent glare upon the street 
or adjacent property. Reflectors, lights and reflector 
arms shall not extend more than ei^teeen (18) inches 
beyond an established building line. All electrical devices 
and wiring shall be install^ in accordance with the 


requirements of the National Electrical Code and 
regulations of the Building and Electrical Departments. 

4.04 “OBSTRUCTIONS TO DOORS, WINDOWS AND 
FIRE ESCAPES”. No sign shall be erected re-located or 
maintained so as to prevent free ingress to or egress from 
any door, window or fire escape. No sign of any kind shall 
be attached to a stand pipe or fire escape. 

4.05 “SIGNS NOT TO CONSTITUTE A TRAFFIC 
HAZARD” No sign shall be erected at the intersection of 
any streets in such manner as to obstruct free and clear 
vision; or at any location where, by reason of the position, 
shape or color, it may interfere with, obstruct the view of 
or be confused with any authorized traffic sign, signal or 
device; or which makes use of the words “Stop”, “Look”, 
“Danger” or any word, phrase, symbol or character in 
such manner as to interfere with, mislead or confuse 
traffic. 

4.06 “FACE OF SIGN SHALL BE SMOOTH”. No nails, 
tacks or wires shall be permitted to protrude in or from 
the front of any sign. This shall not exclude, however, the 
use of block letters, electrical reflectors or other devices 
which may extend over the top and in front of the ad¬ 
vertising structure. 

4.07 “OBSCENE MATTER PROHIBITED”. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to display upon any sign or other 
advertising structure any obscene, indecent or immoral 
matter. 

4.08 “REMOVAL OF CERTAIN SIGNS”. Any sign in a 
residential district now or hereafter existing, which is a 
non-conforming sign, shall be taken down and removed by 
the owner, agent or person within thirty (30) days after 
written notice from the Building Inspector. 

Any sign in business and industrial districts, now or 
hereafter existing, which is a non-conforming sign as to 
use, and which no longer advertises a bona fide business 
or industry conducted, or a product manufactured or sold 
on the property, shall be taken down and removed by the 
owner, agent or person having the beneficial use of the 
building, structure or land, within one (1) year from the 
date of a written notice from the Building Inspector. 

Any sign in business and industrial districts now or 
hereafter existing, which is a conforming sign as to use, 
and which advertises a bona fide business or industry 
conducted or a product manufactured or sold on 
the property, but is nonconforming as to size, projection, 
location, position, material or construction, shall be taken 
down, removed, repaired, rebuilt, or replaced by the 
owner, agent or peeson having the beneficial use of the 
building, structure or land within five (5) years of the 
effective date of this Ordinance. 

4.09 “PUBLIC RIGHT-OF-WAY”. No sign or sign 
illumination shall be erected or placed in the public right- 
of-way nor be allowed to project further than eighteen (18) 
inches into the public ri^t-of-way as measur^ from the: 
building line as established by the Master Plan for the: 
aty of Romulus. 

The owner of any sign, which has been removed by the 
City from the right-of-way, in violation of this provision or 
when license has expired, shall pay to the City the sum of 
Five Dollars ($5.(X)) before recovering said sign, when 
said sign is of a size that may be easily transported by one 
person. For larger signs and those constructed of steel or 
other heavy material, a sum equal to the cost of 
demolition or removal shall be paid to the City before 
recovering such sign. If any sign is not claimed within 
thirty (30) days, it s shall be destroyed. 


ARTICE V 

SIGNS IN RESIDENTIAL AREAS 

All sign ;5 permitted in Residentiad Zone Districts, as 
defined in the Zoning Ordinance of the City of Romulus, 
shall satisfy the following conditions: 

Section 5.01 “MATERIALS”. Signs in these districts 
may be illuminated and may be constructed of com¬ 
bustible materials except as required in Section 5.08 of 
this Ordinance. 

5.02 “BANNERS AND PENNANTS”. No cloth pen¬ 
nants, banners or advertising devices of a similar nature 
may be erected in these districts, except placards as 
political announcements for a limited period of display. 

5.03 “UNSAFE SIGNS”. All signs must be mamtained 
in a safe and secure condition; and any sign not so 
maintained shall be removed by the owner upon notice 
from the Building Inspector. 

5.04. “SIGNS, ADVERTISING THE RENTAL, SALE 
OR LEASE OF THE PROPERTY UPON WHICH THEY 
ARE LOCATED”. Such signs shall not have a surface 
area greater than six (6) square feet and there shall be not 
more than TWO )2) such signs on anyone (1) lot. 

5.05 “SIGNS ADVERTISING THE LOTS AND-OR 
BUILDINGS ERECTED IN ANY ONE SUBDIVISION 
AND DIRE(7riONAL SIGNS”. It shall be permissible for 
a licensed real estate broker or licensed builder to erect 
one (1) sign with a single surface area of no greater than 
seventy (70) square feet, or with two (2) surface areas of 
no greater than one hundred forty(140) square feet, nor an 
over-all height of nine and one-half (9V^) feet, the lower 
edge of which shall not be less than eighteen (18) inches 
above the surrounding ground level, to advertise the lots 
and-or buildings erected in any one (1) subdivision within 
the Township, provided that said licensed real estate 
broker or licensed builder owns, has listed for sale or has 
the owner’s permission to sell a mininuum of five (5) lots 
in said subdivision. He shall also be permitted to erect 
three (3) directional signs in different locations leading to 
the subdivision. Such signs shall be no larger than thirty- 
two (32) square feet in area and shall be located ^tirely 
on private property. No subdivision sign or directional 
sign shall be erected or maintained within one hundred 
(100) feet of any occupied residence unless the written 
consent of the owner and occupant of such residence is 
first obtained. 

5.06 “SIGNS ADVERTISING BUILDINGS UNDER 
CONSTRUCTION”. Such signs may be erected for the 
period of construction and shall not exceed a face area of 
twenty (20) square feet. Such signs shall be erected on the 
building or lot where such construction is being carried on 
and shall advertise only the architect, contractor, sub¬ 
contractor, building or materials and equipment used. 

5.07 “BUSINESS RESIDENCE USES IN RESIDEN¬ 
TIAL DISTRICTS”. Any person conducting a professional 
or semi-professional business as permitted under the 
Romulus aty Zoning Ordinance in R-1, R-2, R-l-F, R-l-P, 
R-2 and R-3 Districts may display a sign not to exceed two' 
(2) square feet in area. 

5.08 “CHURCHES AND SCHOOLS”. Churches, 
colleges, Sunday schools, schools, buildings housing 
governmental functions and utilities of the Qty, County or 
State or any subdivision thereof, are permitted to erect a 
sign not to exceed twenty (20) square feet in area or an 
over-all height of six (6) feet upon the property upon 
which the principal building is located. Such signs, wh^ 
of a permanent nature, shall be constructed of in¬ 
combustible material and shall meet all the requirem^ts 
as stated under general Requirements for Signs”, Article 

rv 

5.09 “PARKING LOT IN R-l-P DISTRICTS”, No sign 
shall be maintained on any parking area, other than one 
(1) sign at each entrance or exit. The sign may indicate 
the entrance, exit and condition of use. Single faced signs 
shall not exceed nine (9) square feet in area, and double 
faced signs shall not exceed eighteen (18) square feet in 
area. No sign shall have an over-all height above ground 
in excess of nine (9) feet and shall not project beyond the 
property line. 


ARTICLE VI 

^ECIAL REQUIREMENTS FOR SIGNS PERMITTED 
C-I DISTRICTS 

dl signs permitted in these areas designated as C-1 
jtricts, as defined in the Zoning Ordinance of the City of 
mulus, shall meet the following special requirements. 
;ection 6.01 “ACCESSORY TYPE SIGNS PER¬ 


MITTED”. Signs shall be illuminated or non-illuminated 
wall signs, installed and maintained on the front face of 
the building, with no portion projecting more than 
eighteen (18) inches therefrom and if illuminated shall not 
be of the flashing or intermittent type and shall advertise 
business transacted or goods sold or produced on the 
premises. 

Signs shall not exceed two (2) square feet in area for 
each lineal foot of building frontage. Where more than one 
(1) business or industry, requiring a sign, is located on the 
same floor or on a different floor in the same building, a 
sign may be permitted for each separate business or in¬ 
dustry, but the total sign area shall not exceed the amount 
permitted for the frontage of the building. 

6.02 “SIGNS ADVERTISING THE RENTAL, SALE OR 
LEASE OF THE PROPERTY UPON WHICH THEY ARE 
LOCATED”. Such signs shall not have a surface area 
greater than six (6) square feet and there shall be not 
more than two (2) such signs on any one (1) lot. 

6.03 “SIGNS ADVERTISING BUILDINGS UNDER 
CONSTRUCTION.” Such signs may be erected for the 
period of construction and shall not exceed a face area of 
sixty-four (64) square feet. Such signs shall be erected on 
the building or lot where such construction is being 
carried on and shall advertise only the architect, con¬ 
tractor, sub-contractor, builder or materials and 
equipment used. 

6.04 “PARKING LOT SIGN.” No sign shall be main¬ 
tained on any parking area, other than one (1) sign at 
each entrance or exit. The sign may indicate the entrance, 
exit and condition of use. Single faced signs shall not 
exceed nine (9) square feet in area, and double faced signs 
shall have an over-all height above ground of more than 
nine (9) feet ahd shall not project beyond the property 
line. 

ARTICLE VII 

SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS FOR SIGNS PERMITTED 


IN C-2. M-1 AND M-2 DISTRICTS 
All signs permitted in those areas designated as C-2, M-1 
and M-2 Districts, as defined in the Zoning Ordinance of 
the aty of Romulus shall meet the following special 
requirements. 

Section 7.01 “ACCESSORY SIGNS”. All signs, except 
billboard and temporary signs, shall advertise business 
transacted or goods sold or produced on the premises, and 
if illuminated shall not be of the flashing or intermittent 
type. Signs as listed under Sections 6.01,6.02, 6.03 and 6.04, 
shall be permitted in the C-2, M-1 and M-2 Districts. 

7.02 “GROUND SIGNS”. Every groijnd sign over fifty 
(50) square feet in total surface area and-or more than 
eight (8) feet in height shall have a surface or facing of 
incombustible material. 

(a) Material Required. All ground signs except those 
specifically permitted in Section 3.01 of this Ordinance 
shall have a surface or facing of incombustible material. 

(b) Letters, Etc., To Be Secured. All letters, figures, 
characters or representations in cut-out or irregular 
form, maintained in conjunction with, attached to or 
superimposed upon any sign shall be safely and securely 
built or attached to the sign structure. 

(c) Height and Area Limitations. It shall be unlawful to 
erect any ground sign the height of which is greater than 
twenty (20) feet above the level of the street upon which 
the sign faces, or above the adjoining ground level, if such 
ground level to be above the street level. No ground sign 
shall have a single surface area exceeding one hundred 
(100) square feet for a single face sign and two hundred i 
(200) square feet for signs of two (2) or mole races antar»»^ 
shall be placed on the same parcel of property as the 
building or use to which it is accessory. 

Provided, however, where several shops are developed 
together as a shopping center development, two (2) free 
standing ground signs pertaining to the name of the 
shopping center shall be permitted on approval of the 
Planning Commission. 

(d) Projection. A ground sign may extend eighteen (18) 
inches into the public right-of-way beyond the established 
building line, provided the lower edge thereof is ten (10) 
feet or more above the ground level. 

(e) Anchorage and Support. All ground signs shall be 
securely built, construct^ and erected upon posts and 
standards sunk at least three (3) feet below the material 
surface of the ground and imbedded in concrete. Such 
supports shall be constructed as to meet the requirements 
of Section 4.01 of this Ordinance. 

7.03 “WALL SIGNS”. 

(a) Materials Required. All wall signs, except painted 
signs, of a greater area than fifty-(50) square feet, shall 
have a surface or facing of incombustible material. 

(b) Limitation on Placement. No wall sign shall cover 
wholly or partially any wall opening, nor project beyond 
the ends or top of the wall to which it is attached. 

(c) Projection Above Sidewalk and Set-back Line. No 
wall sign shall have a greater thickness than eighteen (18) 
inches measured from the wall to which it is attached to 
the outer surface, and shall not be attached to a wall at a 
height of less than ten (10) feet above the sidewalk or 

ground. ^ „ 

(d) Area Limitations. The total surface area of any wall 
sign placed on the front of a building shall not exceed two 
(2) square feet for each lineal foot of building frontage. 
Where a building has developed a main entrance at the 
rear of the building, a sign may be permitted on the rear 
of the building the same size as permitted on the front wall 

of the building. .. 

On corner lots where business is zoned along the side

(e) Supports and Attachment. All wall signs shall be

(f) Bracing, Anchorage and Supports. Every sign shall 
be thoroughly secured to the building by iron or other 
metal andiors, bolts, supports, rods or braces. 

7.05 ‘PROJECTING SIGNS’\ 

(a) Construction. Every part of a projecting sign, with a 
total surface area greater than ten (10) square feet, shall 
be constructed of incombustible materials. 

(b) Movable Parts to be Secured. Any moving part of a 
projecting sign, such as the cover of a service opening, 
shall be securely fastened by chains or hinges. 

(c) Area Limitations. All projecting si^is shall be 
limited to thirty (30) square feet for each side. 

(d) Thickness Limitation. The distance measured 
between the principal faces of any projecting sign shall 
not exceed eighteen (18) inches. 

(e) Projection Over Public Property. Every projecting 
sign shall be placed at a minimum height of ten (10) feet 
above public sidewalk and at a minimum height of fifteen 
(15) feet above public driveways, alleys and thorough¬ 
fares. No projecting sign may project a distance greater 
than eighteen (18) inches beyond the established building 
line. 

(f) Bracing, Anchorage and Supports. Projecting signs 
of a greater total surface area than ten (10) square feet or 
fifty (50) pounds in weight shall not be attached to nor 
supported by frame buildings nor the wooden framework 

of a building. All projecting signs sh^ be thoroughly 
secured to the building by iron or other metal anchors, 
bolts, supports, rods or braces. 

(g) Height Limitation. No projecting sign shall exceed a 
height greater than ten (10) feet above the roof line of the 
building to which it is attached. 

(h) No projecting sign shall be erected within twenty 
(20) feet from any other projecting sign. This provision, 
however, shall not deny any place of business at least one 
(1) projecting sign. 

7.06 “MARQUEE SIGNS”. 

(a) Material Required. Every marquee sign including 
the upright supports and braces thereof, shall be con¬ 
structed entirely of imcombustible materials. 

(b) Height and Area Limitations. No marquee sign shall 
have a total surface area exceeding forty (40) square feet 
nor be of a greater over-all height than two (2) feet. 

(c) Bracing, Anchorage and Supports. Every marquee 
sign shall be thoroughly secured to the building by iron or 
metal anchors, bolts supports, rods or braces. 

7.07 “TEMPORARY SIGNS”. 

(a) Ck)nstruction. 

Permits Required. Permits are required to erect any 
temporary sign in excess of six (6) square feet. Such 
temporary sign may be erected for a period not to exceed 
three (3) months. 

(b) Cloth or Canvas Signs. Cloth or canvas signs, 
pennants or banners shall be erected for a period of not to 
exceed two (2) weeks in any six (0) month period. 

(c) Projection. No temporary sign shall be strung 
across any public right-of-way nor shall any temporary 
sign project beyond the property line. 

(d) Area and Height Requiremaits. No temporary sign 
may be of a greater total surface area than fifth (50) 
square feet nor of a greater height than ten (10) feet above 
the ground; provid^, however, that the lower edge of said 

'shall be'hdi less than eighteen (18) inches above the 
surrounding ground level. 

(e) Erection. 

It shall be the duty of the owner of any temporary sign to 
notify the Building Inspector at such time ^ any tem¬ 
porary sign is to be erected. Any temporary sign found by 
the Building Inspector to be in an unsafe condition must be 
removed by the owner within three (3) days of his receipt 
of notice to do so from the Building Department. 
Signs or placards, of any kind, nailed or fastened on trees, 
in the City of Romulus shall not be permitted. 

7.08 “BILLBOARDS”. 

(a) Area and Height Limitations. No billboards may be 
erected or maintained having a greater surface area than 
three hundred (300) square feet; no outdoor advertising 
display sign may be erected or • maintained having a 
surface greater than three hundred (300) square feet 
unless it has been approved by the Zoning Board of Ap¬ 
peals and in no case shall such a sign have a surface area 
greater than six hundred (600) square feet or an over-all 
height above the ground of more than twenty-four (24) 
feet, or the bottom of which extends to within less than 
three (3) feet above the ground surface. 


(b) Location. Billboards and outdoor advertising 
display signs may be located in C-2, M-1 and M2 Zoning 
Districts. No billboard or outdoor advertising display sign 
may be erected or maintained within five hundred (500) 
feet of any public park, recreation ground, public 
reservation, school or church, nor within fifty (50) feet of 
street lines at any street intersection. All billboards and 
outdoor advertising display signs shall observe set-backs 
as required by respective zoning districts. 

No billboard or outdoor advertising display sign shall be 
located closer than seven hundred (700) feet apart along 
each side of major throughfares having a right-of-way of 
more than one hundred twenty (120) feet in width, nor 
closer than two hundred (200) feet apart along each side of 
secondary throughfares having a right-of-way of one 
hundred twenty (120) feet or less. 

(c) Material Required. All billboards and outdoor ad¬ 
vertising display signs, when attached to buildings or 
structures, shall have all structural and supporting 
members of incombustible materials. 

Mouldings, cappings, nailing blocks, letters, latticing and 
other omamenal features of signs may be constructed of 
wood, approved plastic or other materials having com¬ 
bustible characteristics similar to wood. 

Sign facings may be made of approved combustible 
plastics when complying with the general requirements 
and the areas list^ below:

Dear Mr. and Mrs. R.: Your 
real concern of course, is that 
you feel you may have done an 
injustice to your child by 
waiting too long. 

The likelihood is that her 
good dental health will not be 
affected by the lapse. 


Each child must be 
individually evaluated since 
there is no universal age at 
which tooth straightening 
should be started. , 

This specializec( science of 
dentistry has progressed 
remarkably and has been 
responsible for the 
preservation of teeth that 
might otherwise have been 
unnecessarily sacrified. 

The decision to straighten 
teeth should be the combined 
judgment of the dentist and 
the specialist. Once the 
decision is made, too long a 
delay may convert a simple 
problem into a complicated 
one. 


It is my belief that when 
there is a possibiliy of such 
need, a child should be seen at 
more frequent intervals than a 
year. Thus confusion such as 
yours can be avoided. 1 
Dr. Lester Coleman has 
prepared a special booklet for 
readers of this column, 
“Alcoholism -- A Family 
Disease.”

Child care 


A child 
can catch 
anxiety 

By WILLIAM G. CROOK, M.D. 

Q — Our 5-year-old daughter is a nervous, sensitive child 
who worries about everything and frequently breaks out in 
hives. She has episodes of nightmares during which time she 
screams and breate out in a sweat. We are quite concerned 
and I feel I may be partly responsible for her nervousness, as 
I am also extremely nervous. Is this just a vivid imagination 
or could it be something much more serious? Twould ap¬ 
preciate your opinion. — Mrs. E.S. 

A — Since you have already told me you are “extremely 
nervous,” I dislike saying anything would add to your burden 
of anxiety. I also hate to put all the burden of blame for a 
child’s behavior on the parent. But since you asked for my 
opinion. I’ll give it. 

Tense, anxious, nervous, sensitive children are rarely bom 
that way. Instead, they acqmre this nervousness and sen¬ 
sitivity from countless experiences they undergo during the 
early weeks, months and years of life. One oteerver put it 
this way: “A child can ‘catch’ anxiety and tension from a 
parent just as easily as he can catch the TB germ.” 

So it seems to me that the first step in helping your ner¬ 
vous, sensitive child is to get professional help for yourself as 
well. 

Q — I’m working on a master’s degree program in the 
reading center at Montclair State (5)Uege. My topic is 
preschool learning. 

In one of your columns, you mentioned a study made by Dr. 
Frank Kodman of Murray, Ky. (^uld you suggest other 
reference sources and tell me how I could get them? — Mrs. 
H. McM. 

A—Through the Federal Regional Medical Program 
(RMP), library consultation has been made avaflable to 
physicians and other professionals in our area. All a 
physician or professional has to do is call or write the record 
library and say, “I would like to get information on the 
following topics (such as preschool learning). I’d especially 
like copies of articles which have been published on this 
subject within the last two years.” 

Hien within 24 to 48 hours, copies of publications on this 
subject are mailed out to the physician or professional. 

I don’t know whether this sort of service is available in all 
parts of the country under the RMP program, but it would be 
worth investigating. 

You might ask the library at a nearby medical school to 
help you.

(d) Erection. All billboards and outdoor advertising 
display signs shall be securely built, constructed and 
erected upon posts and standards sunk at least four (4) 
feet below the natural surface of the ground. All posts, 
anchors, and bracings of wood shall be treated to protect 
them from moisture by creosoting or other approved 
methods when they rest upon or enter the ground. 

(e) Premises to be Kept Free of Weeds. The site upon 
which a billboard or outdoor advertising display sign is 
placed shall be maintained by the owner thereof in a 
clean, sanitary and inoffensive condition, and free and 
clear of all obnoxious substances, rubbish and weeds. 

7.09 “MOVABLE SIGNS”. 

(a) Ck)nstruction. 

Permit Required. Permits are required to place and use 
any movable sign on any property, and this sign con¬ 
struction shall be approved by the Building Inspector. 

(b) One (1) such sign shall be permitted for any one 
business with less than fifty (50) feet of frontage and not 
more than two (2) such signs for any business with fifty 
(50) feet or more of frontage. 

(c> No movable sign shall be placed so as to interfere 
with the movement of pedestrian traffic and no such sign 
shall project into the street right-of-way beyond the 
established building line. 

(d) Area and Height. No movable sign may be of a 
greater total surface area than ten (10) square feet for a 
single face sign or twenty (20) square feet for two (2) or 
more faces, and shall not exceed a height of three (3) feet 
six (6) inches as measured from the ground when set up,

ARTICLE VIII 
PENALTIES 

Any person, firm, corporation or association or 
the manager thereof who shall erect or maintain any sign 
in violation of any of the provisions of this Ordinance, 
shall, upon conviction of such violation be fined not more 
than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) or be imprisoned in 
the County Jail not to exceed ninety (90) days or both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the (3ourt. Each 
day that a violation is permitted to exist shall constitute a 
separate offense. 

ARTICLE IX 
VALIDITY 

Section 9.01. Should any section, clause or provision of 
this ordinance be declared by the courts to be invalid, the 
same shall not affect the validity of the Ordinance as a 
whole, or any part thereof, other than the part so declared 
to be invalid. 


ARTICLE X 

COMFLICTTING PROVISIONS REPEALED 
Section 10.01. All Ordinances and parts of Ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Ordinance are 
hereby repealed. 


ARTICLE 

EFFECTIVE DATE 

Section 11.01 The provisions of this Ordinance are 
hereby declared to be immediately necessary for the 
preservation of the public peace, health and safety, and 
are hereby ordered to take immediate effect upon 
publication.

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE THE DESIGN, 
CONSTRUCTION, INSTALLATION, MAINTENANCE 
AND USE OF OIL BURNING EQUIPMENT FOR USE IN 
CONNECTION WITH ALL TYPES OF HEATING 
EQUIPMENT, HOT WATER SUPPLY AND STEAM 
GENERATING EQUIPMENT AND APPLIANCES AND 
APPURTENANCES THEREOF, AND OF ALL GAS- 
FIRED SPACE HEATING EQUIPMENT AND AP¬ 
PURTENANCES THEREOF IN THE CITY OF 
ROMULUS, MICHIGAN; TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
LICENSING OF CONTRACTORS; TO DESIGNATE 
THE REQUIRED FEES FOR UCENSES AND PER¬ 
MITS; TO PROVIDE A RECIPROCAL ARRANGEMENT 
FOR THE RECOGNITION OF EXAMINATIONS AND 
LICENSES ISSUED BY OTHER MUNICIPALITIES OF 
THE STATE OF MICHIGAN VOLUNTARILY 
COOPERATING IN THE ENFORCEMENT OF THIS 
ORDINANCE; TO PROVIDE A PENALTY FOR THE 
VIOLATION OF THE TERMS THEREOF AND 
REPEALING ALL ORDINANCES AND AMENDMENTS 
THERETO CONFLICTING THEREWITH. 

TyfE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

ARTICLE I 
SHORT TITLE 

Section 1.1 

SHORT TITLE. This Ordinance shall be known and may 
be designated as “The City of Romulus Reciprocal 
Heating Ordinance.” 

ARTICLE H 
DEFINITIONS 

The following definitions shall apply in the in¬ 
terpretation and enforcement of this Ordinance, unless 
otherwise specifically stated. 

Section 2.1 

ALTERATION. The word “Alteration” shall mean the 
addition or renewal of any part of an oil burner or gas 
burner or its equipment whi^ may change the design or 
approved method of functioning. 

Section 2 . 2 . 

APPROVED. The word “Approved” shall mean that 
which the Building Official designates acceptable as a 
device, apparatus or method which by demonstration and- 
or test has proven workable or safe for its intended use. 
Section 2.3 

APPROVED “FUEL OIL BURNER”, “OIL BURNING 
SPACE HEATER”, or “OIL BURNING HOT WATER 
HEATER”, “OIL BURNING HOT WATER AND STEAM 
BOILERS.” An oil-burning unit complete with required 
safety controls, either electrical or mechanical, which has 
been tested by the Enforcing Officer or by a testing 
laboratory and has been found to be in compliance with 
this code and accepted for installation in the City of 
Romulus, Michigan. 

Section 2.4 

AUXILIARY TANK. The term “Auxiliary Tank” shall 
mean a tank between the storage tank and the burner 
delivering oil by gravity or pressure to the fuel oil burner. 
Section 2.5 

BUILDING OFFICIAL. The term “Building Official” 
shaD mean the Building Official of the City of Romulus. 
Section 2.6 

CITY COUNCIL. The words “City Council” shall mean 
the City Council of the City of Romulus. 

Section 2.7 

DEPARTMENT. The word “Department” shall mean 
the Department of the City, of Romulus. 

Section 2.8 

EFFECTIVE CHIMNEY HEIGHT. The term “Ef¬ 
fective Chimney Height” shall mean the vertical distance 
from the point of entry of the horizontal vent connection to 
the top of the chimney. 

Section 2.9 

FUEL OIL. The term “Fuel Oil” shall mean any liquid 
used as fuel and having a flash point not less than 110 
degrees Fahrenheit as determined by the Pensky-Martins 
Closed Cup Tester. 

Section 2.10 

FUEL GAS. The term “Fuel Gas” shall be considered 
as liquid petroleum gas, manufactured gas, natural gas or 
mixtures thereof. 

Section 2.11 

FUEL OIL BURNER. The term “Fuel Oil Burner” shall 
mean any device including burners, motors, piping, 
valves, and other equipment designed and arranged for 
the purposes of burning fuel oil for space heating, 
generating steam, or hot water supply purposes. 

Section 2.12 

FUEL OIL DRUM. The term “Fuel OU Drum" shall 
mean any container for the storage of fuel oil having a 
capacity of not more than 55 gallons which is not directly 
or indirectly connected with the fuel-oil burner or oil 
burning space heater. 

Section 2.13 

GAS BURNER. The term “Gas Burner” shall mean a 
device for the final conveyance of the gas or mixture of 
gas and air to the combustion zone of a boiler, furnace or 
other device used in connection with a space heating unit 
or system. 

Section 2.14 

GAS-FIRED SPACE HEATING EQUIPMENT AND 
APPURTENANCES. The term “Gas-Fired Space 
Heating Equipment and Appurtenances” shall mean the 
inclusion of gas burners, as previously defined, and all 
piping from the meter to the burner, blowers, control 
devices and accessories connected to or used in con¬ 
junction with the burner. 

Section 2.15 

OIL BURNING SPACE HEATER. The term “Oil 
Burning Space Heater” shall mean a self-containing 
space heating device complete with required safety 
controls either electrical or mechanical and having a fuel 
oil storage tank of not more than ten ( 10 ) gallons capacity 
attached to the unit by the manufacturer; said device 
shall not be attached to any furnace, boiler or other 
central heating device having duct work, and shall not be 
connected to auxiliai^ fuel oil storage tanks unless all 
provisions of this Ordinance pertaining to fuel oil burners 
are complied with. 

Section 2.16 

OIL-FIRED HOT WATER HEATER. The term “Oil- 
Fired Hot Water Heater” shall mean an oil-fired hot water 
supply unit. 

Section 2.17 

PERSON. The term “Person” shall mean an individual, 
group, partnership, firm, corporation, association, or 
congregation. 

Section 2.18 

PORTABLE. The term “Portable” shall mean 
equipment that is not permanently positioned in place by 
fastening to floors, walls, ceilings with nails, screws, 
bolts, grout, or other recognized means. 

Section 2.19 

STORAGE TANK. The term “Storage Tank” shall 
mean any tank for the storage of fuel oil connected 
through some approved means of suction or gravity feed 
directly or indirectly to the fuel oil burner or oil-burning 
space heater. 

Action 2.20 

CITY. The term “City” as used in this Ordinance shall 
mean the City of Romulus, whether or not so designated. 
Section 2.21 

WORD. Singular words shall include the plural, and 
masculine words shall include the feminine and neuter. 
ARTICLE III 
SCOPE AND PURPOSE 

Section 3.1 

SCOPE. Except as hereinafter provided, this Ordinance 
shall apply to the installation of all fuel oil burners, gas 


burners, and appurtenances thereof, provided that 
existing installation substantially conform to standards of 
this Ordinance and present no apparent danger to life or 
property through the methods of installation or operation 
of that an installation permit has been previously ob¬ 
tained as required by any other Ordinance of the City. 
Section 3.2 

PURPOSE. The purpose of this Ordinance is to provide 
for the health, safety, and welfare of the people of the City. 
ARTICLE IV 

LICENSING AND PERMITS 

Section 4.1 

DEPARTMENT DUTIES. The Department shall 
determine by examination of such a kind as it may 
require, the qualifications and the ability of the applicants 
for licensing. The Department shall file a written report of 
its findings and recommendations in each case. 

Section 4.2 

TYPES OF EXAMINATIONS. Examinations shall 
consist of oral or written material and may include 
practical tests. Tney shall cover the theory and practice of 
heating construction and engineering of units and the 
interpretation of charts, blueprints, and plans of in¬ 
stallation. The Examinations shall be substantially 
uniform with all reciprocating municipalities. 

Section 4 3 

FREQUENCY OF EXAMINATIONS. Examinations for 
licensing under this Ordinance shall be held at least once 
each month, if there are applicants for licensing; 
provided; that no examination need by held unless there is 
at least one applicant for examination. 

Section 4.4 

PERMITS REQUIRED. Any person desiring to install, 
or alter any oil fed or gas fed heating equipment covered 
by this Ordinance in the City except as herein provided, 
shall obtain a permit for such purpose from the Depart¬ 
ment. 

Section 4.5 

PERMIT FEES. When an application is made for a 
permit required under the terms of this Ordinance, a fee 
shall be paid in an amount as prescribed by the CJity 
Ck)uncil of the C^ty of Romulus. (See Permit Schedule). 
Section 4.6 

APPLICATION FOR PERMIT. Application for a 
permit shall be made on forms furnished for such pur¬ 
poses by the Department and shall contain sufficient 
information for the proper description of the burner 
equipment and accessories to be installed, altered or 
serviced. 

Section 4.7 

TEMPORARY TAGS. The Department shall issue 
numbered tags of a type which will be destroyed upon 
removal, to licensed oil burner and gas burner con¬ 
tractors and shall keep a record of tags so issued. These 
tags shall be attached to the fuel oil fill or vent pipe by the 
contractor upon completion of an oil burner installation or 
to the fuel line of the gas space heating apparatus at the 
manually operated shut-off valve by the contractor upon 
the completion of the gas space heating installation. 
Section 4.8 

RECIPROCAL CLAUSE. The City shall permit con¬ 
tractors engaged in the business of installing, altering, or 
servicing, or contracting to install, alter or service gas 
burners, oil burners, or appurtenances thereof, who are 
legally licensed by other municipalities of the State of 
Michigan to engage in the business of installing altering or 
servicing, or contracting to install, alter or service gas 
burners, oil burners and appurtenances thereof within the 
corporate limits of the City upon registration with the 
Department and the payment of a registration fee of Ten 
($10.00) Dollars; provided, that the municipality in which 
such contractors are licensed reciprocate in recognizing 
gas burner and oil burner contractors duly licensed under 
the provisions of this Ordinance by granting them the 
same privilege and charging the same license and 
registration fees. 

Section 4 9 

CONDITIONS OF PARTICIPATION IN RECIPROCAL 
LICENSES. The licensing ordinance, examination and 
examination procedures of such municipalities having a 
desire to participate in reciprocal licensing shall be 
substantially equal to the requirements set forth in this 
Ordinance, and their regulations governing the in¬ 
stallation, alterations and service of gas burners, oil 
burners and appurtenances thereof shall meet recognized 
standards acceptable to the Department. No gas burner 
and-or oil burner contractor’s license shall be recognized 
for the purposes of registration by the (Tity, which has 
been issued by a municipality which has failed to approve 
by an affirmative action of its legislative body, the 
reciprocal licensing provisions contained in this Or¬ 
dinance. A gas burner and-or oil burner contractor shall 
obtain his license in the municipality wherein the said 
contractor maintains his principal place of business. 
Section 4.10 

APPLICATION FOR LICENSE. Application for a 
license shall be made on forms furnished for such purpose 
by the Department. Said application forms shall be 
uniform for all participating municipalities. The ap¬ 
plication, in affidavit form, shall contain, in adefition to 
other requirements as the Department may provide, the 
following: name, age, and address (residence and place of 
business), plus qualifications of the applicant. 

Section 4.11 

CORPORATE APPLICANT. If the applicant is a cor¬ 
poration, the form will provide for the full and accurate 
corporate name, when and where incorporated; full name 
and business and home addresses of the officers of the 
corporation, name of the officer or legal employee who is 
to take the examination and his qualifications. 

Section 4.12 

PARTNERSHIP. If the applicant is a partnership, 
names and addresses (residence and place of business) ol 
the members thereof, and the name of the partner or legal 
employee who is to take the examination, and his 
qualifications, are to be furnished. 

Section 4 13 

TRADE OR ASSUMED NAME. If the applicant con¬ 
ducts business under a trade or assumed name, the form 
shall provide for the complete and full trade or assumed 
name, date of registration with county clerk, the name of 
the persons doing business under such trade or assume^ 
name, the name of the individual or legal employee who is 
to take the examination and his qualifications. 

Section 4.14 

AGE. Persons making application shall have attained a 
minimum of twenty-one ( 21 ) years of age. 

Section 4.15 

ISSUING OF LICENSES. No license shall be issued to 
an applicant until he has submitted to an examination or 
such applicant has a person in his legal employ who is 
actively in charge, who has submitted to the examination 
or unless such applicant is legally licensed by another 
municipality recognized under the reciprocal licensing 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 4.16 

EXAMINATION FEE. Every applicant shall, upon 
making application for a license, pay an examination fee 
of Five ($5.00) Dollars. Failure to appear for the 
examination, or failure to secure a passing grade shall 
necessitate that the applicant again pay the examination 
fee before being permitted to take the examination again. 
Section 4.17 

CLASSIFICATION AND LIMITATIONS. Licenses shall 
be classified and limited as provided in the following 
subdivisions: 

1. Gas-Fired Equipment. 

(a) Equipment limited to input rating not exceeding 
500,000 BTU per hour, per unit. 

(b) Equipment with all input ratings (unlimited) 

2. Oil-Fired Equipment. 

(a) Equipment limited to units or burners designed for the 


use of Nos. 1 , 2 , or 3, distillates as defined in the United 
States Department of Commerce Commercial Standards 
CS12-40, having a maximum first rate of 30 gallons per 
hour. 

(b) Equipment unlimited as to size and capacity of oil 
burners and designed for any grade of fuel oil. 

3. (Combustion 

Any combustion of unlimited or limited licenses may be 
held by licensee subject to provisions contained in this 
Ordinance. 

Section 4.18 

ANNUAL LICENSE FEE. The annual license fee, 
applicable to licensees whose principle place of business 
is in the City shall be Twenty-Five($25.00 Dollars for each 
year beginning January 1 , 1971 for any combination of 
license classifications. 

Section 4 19 

REGISTRATION FOR ADDITIONAL 
CLASSIFICATIONS. Contractors may secure licenses for 
additional classifications without any additional license 
fee provided that they pay the required examination fee 
and the license is approved by the Department. 

Section 4.20 

LICENSE EXPIRATION. All Licenses and 
registrations shall expire on December 31st following the 
date of issuance. 

Section 4 21 

CAUSE FOR REVOCATION. No license shall be 
revoked except for cause upon proof of charges filed by 
the Building Official, specifying with reasonable detail 
the facts showing negligence in the performance of the 
licensee’s duties in connection with his work or showing 
that such license has violated or permitted a violation of 
this Ordinance or that this Ordinance has been violated in 
connection with work for which he was aware, or in the 
exercise of reasonable diligence should have been aware. 
Section 4.22. 

REVOCATION OF LICENSE. Upon filing of charges for 
revocation of license, the Department may forthwith, 
suspend the license involved and shall give such licensee 
notice of a hearing upon such charges, which hearing shall 
be held by the Department not less than 14 days after the 
date of notice unless an earlier date is agreed upon in 
writing by the licensee affected. Such notice shall be by 
personal service or registered mail with return receipt 
requested forwarded to the last known address of the 
licensee and shall state the time and place of such hearing 
and shall state the time and place of such hearing and 
shall contain a copy of the charges. If such charges are 
sustained by the Department the license shall be revoked 
and the licensee shall be notified in writing of such 
revocation. In addition, licenses may ve revoked or 
suspended in accordance with the City charter and other 
applicable ordinances. 

ARTICLE V 

INSPECTION AND ENFORCEMENT 
Section 5.1 

DUTIES OF INSPECTOR. It shall be the duty of the 
Building Official or his authorized assistants to inspect all 
fuel Oil and gas burning equipment covered by this Or¬ 
dinance at the time of the installation, and the Building 
Official and his authorized assistants may make such 
other inspections and tests after repairs or changes as are 
deemed necessary for the safety and enforcement of this 
Ordinance. 

Section 5 2 

RIGHT OF ENTRY FOR INSPECTION. The Building 
Official and his authorized assistants shall have the right, 
during reasonably hours, to enter any building or 
premises in tl^e City without hindrance fdr the purpose of 
examining equipment covered by this Ordinance. The 
person having control or management of equipment 
covered by this Ordinance shall provide such assistance 
as is required by the inspector in making inspection. 
Section 5.3 

INSTALLATION NOTICE. Immediately upon the in¬ 
stallation of the tanks, duct work and piping of an oil or 
gas burner installation, and before concealing any of the 
above installations, the installer thereof shall notify the 
Building Official that said tanks, duct work and piping are 
ready for inspection. 

Section 5.4 

PERMANENT TAG. Upon completion of an oil burner 
or gas burner installation, the Department shall inspect 
the installation and if founa to conform with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, the Building Official or his duly 
authorized assistant shall replace the temporary tag by 
permanent metal tag properly numbered. 

Section 5.5 

POWER OF CONDEMNATION. Whenever any fuel oil 
burner or gas space heating burner or part thereof or any 
accessory thereto is found to be unsafe or in a condition so 
as to be dangerous to life or property, the Building Official 
or his authorized assistants are hereby empowered to 
condemn the unit of the part thereof and no such unit or 
part thereof shall thereafter be used unit be put in a safe 
condition and approved by the Department. 

Section 5.6 

CONDEMNATION WARNING TAG. Whenever any fuel 
oil burner of gas-burning space heater or part thereof has 
been condemned, the Building Official shall place thereon 
a warning tag listing the cause for the condemnation. 
Section 5.7 

CONDITIONS FOR REMOVING CONDEMNATION. 
Any person having control or management of any con¬ 
demned unit or part thereof shall not use of permit to be 
used such unit or part thereof unit the cuase of con¬ 
demnation shall have been remedied and the unit or part 
thereof shall have been put in safe condition and approved 
as such by the Department. Licensed contractors will be 
permitted to place condemned equipment in operation 
upon compliance with the following requirements: 
correction of the cause of condemnation; notification to 
the Department by phone or mail that the cause of con¬ 
demnation have been corrected; receipt of permission by 
the Department to place the equipment in operation; 
writing the name of the license holder on the warning tag, 
undersigned by the workman responsible for making the 
corrections, and leaving the signed warning tag attached. 
Section 5.8 

REPORTS OF INSPECTION. The Building Official or 
his duly authorized assistants shall make a written report 
of each inspection and file same in the records of the 
Department. 

Section 5 9 

AUTHORITY OF OTHER DEPARTMENTS. Nothing in 
this Ordinance shall be construed as limiting the authority 
of the Fire Department in making supplementary in¬ 
spection under their respective safety regulations. 
Section 5.10 

ELECTRIC WIRING. The electric wiring installed in 
connection with an oil-fired heating equipment shall be 
installed in accordance with the provisions of the Elec¬ 
trical Ordinance of the City. 

ARTICLE VI 

OIL BURNER EQUIPMENT 

Section 6.1 

APPROVED BURNER. The Department may approve 
any oil burner listed by the Underwriters Laboratory or 
any other nationally recognized inspection board of 
laboratory. Oil burners not listed by the Underwriters 
Laboratory or any other nationally recognized board or 
laboratory shall not be approved until they have been 
inspected or tested by some recognized laboratory 
capable of making such a test and inspection and the 
certificate showing such inspection and test shall be 
forwarded to the Department. This inspection and test 
shall cover arrangement of parts, suitability of material, 
reliability of automatic features, positiveness of ignition 
and safeguards against flooding. 


Section 6.2 

SHUT-OFF DEVICE. All fuel oil burners subject to 
automatic ignition, shall be provided with a permanent 
approved automatic device so designed that oil, upon 
entering the combusion chamber shall be immediately 
ignited or the oil supply shall be as timed shut-off. 

Section 6.3 

FLOAT VALVE. Gravity fed space heaters and hot 
water heaters shall be provided with a constant level 
safety float valve or other approved device to prevent 
flooding of burner due to ignition failure or any other 
cause. 

Section 6.4 

TEMPERATURE AND PRESSURE CONTROL. All 
fuel oil burners used with warm air, hot water, or steam 
heating systems shall be provided with an approved 
warm-air limit control, hot water limit control, or 
pressure limit control, and low water cut-off respectively 
to automatically shut off the burner when safe limits of 
temperature and-or pressure are exceeded; except that 
this requirement shall not be required for warm air space 
heaters. 

Section 6.5 

ELECTRICALLY OPERATED CONTROLS. Elec¬ 
trically operated controls shall be so designed that failure 
of electric current will cause burner to be shut off and in 
case of pot type burners, will place burners on low-flame- 
operation. 

Section 6.6 

GRADE OF FUEL OIL. The grade of fuel oil used with 
any burner shall be one which tests and experience show 
to be suitable for use with that burner. The oil shall have a 
flash point not less than 110 degrees Fahrenheit when 
tested by the Pensky-Martins Gosed Cup Testing Method, 
and shall be free from acid, grit and fibrous or other 
foreign matter likely to clog or injure the burners or 
valves. 

Section 6.7 

CARBONIZATION. The burner shall be designed to 
precent excessive carbonization. 

Section 6.8 

SUPPORT. The burner shall be securely attached and 
supported. 

Section 6.9 

GRAVITY FEED. Gravity feed shall be used only with 
burners arranged to prevent abnormal discharge of oil at 
the burner by automatic means specifically approved for 
the burner with which it is used. 

Section 6.10 

POSTING INSTRUCTIONS. (Complete instructions in 
regard to care and operation of the oil-burning equipment 
shall be posted near the apparatus installed, liie in¬ 
struction sheet so posted shall include the specifications 
for the gravity and limiting flash point of an oil suitable 
for use in the burner. All cards of instructions must be 
posted at the time of installation. 

Section 6.11 

IGNITION FLASH. When ignition is made in a normal 
manner, the flames shall not flash outside of the ap¬ 
pliance. 

Section 6.12 

PILOT LIGHT FUEL. The use of acetylene or any other 
gas possessing a wider range of explosiveness in a mix¬ 
ture with air than coal-gas, or water-gas, is prohibited for 
use in the gas pilot of any fuel oil burner. 

Section 6.13 

VENTILATION. Ventilation shall be provided to 
prevent the accumulation of any trapped vapors below the 
combustion chamber. 

Section 6.14 ^ 

MANUFACTURER’S NAME PLATE. Name plate 
designating the trade-name of the burner, the model, or 
size, number and the name and address of tiie burner 
manufacturer, shall be securely attached to each fuel oil 
burner and oil-burning space heater. 

Section 6.15 

CONVERSION BURNER FUEL DOOR. In the case of 
conversion burners, the fuel door of the converted ap¬ 
pliance shall be so arranged as to relieve pressure due to 
puffs or backfire caused by delayed ignition, and shall be 
provided with an approved self-closing device. 

Section 6.16 

OIL PREHEATING. Preheating of oil, where 
necessary, shall be done by steam, hot water, or approved 
electric heaters. Heaters shall be substantially con¬ 
structed with all joints made oil tight. Thermometers 
shall be installed at suitable locations to indicate the 
temperature of the heated oil. Heaters shall be bypassed 
or provided with suitable means to prevent abnormal 
pressure. Positive means must be provided to prevent 
introduction of oil or other liquid harmful to boiler 
operations into the boiler. 






ARTICLE VII 

OIL BURNER INSTALLATION 

Section 71. 

GENERAL. Oil burners shall be securely installed in a 
workmanlike manner in accordance with the instructions 
of the manufacturer, by qualified mechanics experienced 
in making such installations. 

Section 7.2 

VENTILATION. Rooms in which oil-burning equipment 
is located shall be provided with adequate ventilation to 
assure continous complete combustion of the oil. 

Section 7.3 

DAMPER. No damper shall be permitted in the smoke 
pipe or chimney from the device heated that may restrict 
the passage of fumes or gases by more than 40 per cent. 
Section 7.4 

CHIMNEY FLUE. Each of oil-fired heating unit 
covered by this Ordinance shall be connected to a 
chimney flue. 

Section 7.5 

VENT CONNECTION. The vent connection shall not be 
smaller than the size indicated by the vent collar of the 
appliance when same is oil designed. 

Section 7.6 

HORIZONTAL VENT CONNECTTION. The horizontal 
vent connection shall not be longer than one-half the ef¬ 
fective height of the chimney. The vent pipe shall main¬ 
tain a pitch or rise of V 4 inch per foot of the horizontal run 
from the equipment to the flue chimney. 


Section 7.7 

OIL VENT PIPE INTER-CONNECTIONS. Vent pipes 
from one or more oil-fired space heating appliances may 
be inter-connected provided that the cross sectional area 
of the manifold shall be equal to the sum of the cross 
sectional areas of the vent collar connections of the ap¬ 
pliances. 

Section 7.8 

OTHER VENT PIPE CONNECTIONS. A vent pipe from 
an oil-fired heating appliance and vent pipes from other 
appliances, burning the same or other fuels, may be 
connected into the same chimney through separate 
openings located at different levels, provided that the 
operation of any of the equipment is not adversely af¬ 
fected. 

Section 7.9 

CLEARANCE. The minimum clearance of oil-fired 
heating units from combustible partitions and materials 
shall be as set forth in table No. 1, except in the case of 
equipment especially designed for burning fuel oil and 
tested in the case of equipment especially designed for 
burning fuel oil and tested and listed for lesser clearances 
by a nationally recognized testing laboratory. The 
clearance to combustible contruction may be reduced as 
specified in Table No. 2 , where the combustible con¬ 
struction is protected in accordance with this table.

Section 7.10. CONVERTED FURNACES AND 
BOILERS. Where oil burners are installed in furnaces 
originally designed for solid fuel, the ash door of the 
furnace shall be removed or bottom ventilation otherwise 
provided to prevent the accumulation of vapors in the ash 
pit, unless the burner is of a type which mechanically 
purges the ash pit. Boilers and furnaces in which oil 
burners are instiled shall be connected to flues having 
sufficient draft at all times to assure safe operation of the 
burner. Smoke pipe dampers, if any, shall be removed or 
locked in the desired position. All check drafts must be 
closed at all times. 

Section 7.11. HORIZONTAL SUSPENDED FURANCES 
OR ATTIC FURANCES. The space in which any attic 
furnace is installed shall be accessible by an opening and 
passageway as large as the largest piece of the furnace, 
but not less than thirty inches by thirty inches (30” x 30” ) 
and shall be continuous from the opening to the furnace 
control and valves. The opening to the passageway shall 
be located not more than twenty (20’) feet from the fur¬ 
nace. An electric light shall be provided at or near the 
furnace location, controlled by a switch located ahead of 
the passage opening. Every passageway shall have solid 
continuous flooring not less than twenty-four (24”) in¬ 
ches wide from the entrance opening to the furnace. A 
ladder permanently fastened to the building shall be 
provided leading to the attic opening. 

Section 7.12. POSTING DIAGRAMS. Contractors in¬ 
stalling industrial oil burner systems shall furnish 
diagrams showing the main oil lines and controlling 
valves, one of which shall be posted near the oil burner 
equipment and another at some point which will be ac¬ 
cessible in case of fire at the burners. 

Section 7.13. ROOM THERMOSTATS. Room thermostats 
when required shall be approved type. 

7^^3*r'~S€ction 7.14 FLOOR FURANCES. Oil-fired floor fur¬ 
naces shall be specifically approved by the Department 
for services in direct contact with combustible floors in 
which they may be installed. 

(A) COMBUSTION AIR. Fixed ventilation by means of 
a duct or grille arranged to supply air from a permanently 
ventilated attic or underfloor space, shall be provided to 
any confined space which encloses the floor furnace. The 
duct or ^ille shall be screened and have a free area at 
least twice the free area of the vent collar of the floor 
furance or one (1) sq. inch per 1000 B.T.U. per hour of oil 
output, whichever is the greater, and shall be installed in 
such a manner as to insure proper combustion. 

(B) PLACEMENT. The following are 
requirements that will serve in properly placing the 
furnace or furnaces to serve one story: 

1. No floor furnace shall be installed in the floor of any 
aisle, or passageway of any auditorium, public hall, or 
place of assembly, or in an exitway from any such room or 
space. 

2. Walls and comers - With the exception of wall-register 
models, a floor furnace shall not be placed closer than six 
(6) inches to the nearest wall and wall-register models 
shall not be placed closer than six (6) inches to a comer. 

3. Draperies - The furnace shall be so placed that a door, 
drapery, or similar object cannot be nearer than twelve 
(12) inches to any portion of the register of the furnace. 

4. Central Location - Generally speaking, the more central 
the location, the better, favoring slightly the sides exposed 
to the prevailing winter winds. 

(C) BRACING. The floor around the furance shall be 
braced and headed with a framework of material and 
manner required by the building code of the City of 
Romulus. 

(D) SUPPORT. Means shall be provided to support the 
furnace when the floor grille is removed. 

(E) CLEARANCE. The lowest i»rtion of the floor 
furnace shall have at least a six (6) inch clearance from 
the general ground level, except that where the lower six 
(6) inch portion of the floor furance is sealed by the 
manufacturer to prevent entrance of water, the clearance 
may be reduced to not less than two (2) inches. When 
these clearances are not present, the ground below and to 
the sides shall be excavated to form a “basinlike” pit 
under the furnace so that the required clearance is 
provided beneath the lowest portion of the furnace. A 
twelve (12) inch clearance shaJl be provided on all sides 
except the control side, which shall have an eighteen (18) 
inch clearance. 

(F) ACCESS. Provisions shall be made for an access 
door to the floor furnace by means of an opening in the 
foundation wall of at least 40 by 30 inches or a trap door of 
at least 40 by 30 inches, located at some convenient point, 
and a clear and unobstructed passageway to the floor 
furnace of at least 30 inches high by 30 inches wide. 

(G) SEEPAGE PAN. Whenever the excavation exceeds 
twelve (12) inches or water seepage is likely, a pit made of 
concrete, water proof, not less than 3-% inches thick and 
extending four (4) inches above the grade level shall be 
used. The pit shall be not less than 6 feet by 6 feet inside 
dimension, with at least 2 V 2 foot clearance on the control 
side and clearance on all other sides not less than six (6) 
inches. 

(H) WIND PROTECTION. Floor furances shall be 
protected, where necessary, against severe wind con¬ 
ditions. 

(I) REGISTERS. Registers shall not be covered with 
combustible materials and the floor immediately 
surrounding the furnace shall be reasonably level. 

(J) INSTALLATION. All floor furnaces, including those 
having single or dual wall register outlets shall be in¬ 
stalled as approved without alterations, extensions or 
changes of any kind (in the furnace). 

ARTICLES 

FUEL OIL STORAGE TANKS 
PIPING AND FUEL OIL DRUMS 
Section 8.1 GENERAL. Piping shall be rigidly secured 
in place and protected from injury in a workmanlike 
manner, and where necessary, shall be protected against 
corrosiun. Where practical, oil piping shall be buried 
underground or in a concrete floor or placed in a metal 


covered pipe wrench. Piping shall not be set in cinders, 
slag or similar materials. 

Action 8.2 PIPE MATERIALS. Standard full weight 
wrought iron, glavanized iron, steel or brass pipe, or 
approved brass or copper tubing shall be used throughout. 
Underground piping shall be galvanized or equivalent. 

Section 8.3 PIPE SIZE. Pipe used in the installation of 
domestic tj^e burners shall not be smaller than three- 
eights inch iron pipe size; pipe used in the installation of 
industrial type burners shall not be smaller than one-half 
inch iron pipe size. Suction lines for equipment burning 
grades No. 5 and 6 oil shall not be less than one and one- 
half inch iron pipe size to within 30 inches of the pump or 
burner. Copper or brass tubing used in the installation of 
domestic type burners where the oil flows by gravity from 
the tanks to the burners shall not be smaller in size then 
^ree-eights inch outside diameter, forty-nine thousandths 
inch wall thickness tubing. For other than domestic in¬ 
stallations such copper or brass tubing shall not be 
smaller in size then three-eights inch inside diameter, 
forty-nine thousandths inch wall thickness tubing. For 
industrial type burners such copper or brass rubing shall 
not be smaller in size then the equivalent of the iron pipe 
size mentioned above, with wall thickness not less than 
forty-nine thousandths inch. 

Section 8.4 JOINTS AND UNIONS. Unions shall be 
ground joint type conical seating with faces of metal. 
Flanged or packed joints shall not be used. Compression 
fittings shall not be permitted for joints made on copper 
tubing. Soldered joints shall not be permitted, all threaded 
joints shall be made with litharge and glycerine, shellac 
or other approved compound free from leaks and made up 
so as to form an adequate joint. Proper allowance shall be 
made for expansion, contraction, jarring and vibration. 
Pipe lines, other than tubing, connected to underground 
tanks, except fill lines and test wells, shall be provided 
with double swing joints arranged to permit the tank to 
settle without impairing the efficiency of the pipe con¬ 
nections. 

Section 8.5. VALVE CONSTRUCTION. Valves shaU be 
constructed so that the steam cannot be withdrawn by 
continual operation of hand wheel. The packing gland 
shall be provided with a separate shouldered unthreaded 
follower having a beveled contact space for compression 
of the packing. 

Section 8 . 6 . STRAINERS. Oil supply lines to burners 
shall be provided with approved strainers. 

Section 8.7. VALVE INSTALLATION. Valves of ap¬ 
proved type shall be installed in oil supply lines at eadi 
tank and within six ( 6 ) inches of each burner. 

Section 8 . 8 . STORAGE TANKS. Oil storage tanks on the 
inside of any building, shall be located in the lowest story, 
cellar or basement. Total above-ground storage, either 
inside or outside of any building, on any premises shall be 
limited to 550 gallons, but not more than 275 gallons shall 
be permitted in any one storage tank. On multiple tank 
installations, approved type check valves shall be 
provided to prevent cross flow between tanks. Design of 
check valves that are acceptable will include ball check 
valves, verticle life check valves and swing check valves, 
that when in a closed position the angle shall be no less 
than 45 degrees from the vertical. The fill pipe on multiple 
installations shall be so arranged that both tanks will fill 
equally and the vent pipe shall extend well above cross 
connections between tanks to prevent air bintog when 
filling and shall meet the requirements of this Ordnance. 

Section 8.9 TANK CONSTRUCTION. Tanks shall be 
constructed of galvanized iron or basis open hearth steel 
or wrought iron, not less than 14 guage or other material 
of equal strength and durability. All joints shall be welded 
or riveted. The tanks shall be reinforced with a welded or 
riveted pad or flange where connections are made. All 
tanks shall be made tight and tested at five (5) pounds air 
pressure and with soapy water without showing leaks. 

Section 8 . 10 . TANK SUPPORT. Tanks shall have rigid 
and incombustible supports to prevent settling 
than five (5) feet, measured horizontally, from any fire or 
flame, and shall be placed on an incombustible floor. 
Storage and auxiliary tanks shall be securdy supported 
by substantial incombustible supports to prevent settling 
or sliding. 

Section 8 . 11 . TANK GAUGE. Each tank shall be 
provided with an approved type gauging device so tht the 
fuel oil content of the tank may be determined at all times. 
Glass gauging devices, or any others, flie breaking or 
derangement of which would permit the escape of oil, 
shall not be used. 

Section 8 . 12 . AIR PRESSURE. Fuel oil shall not be 
forced from storage tanks by positive air pressure. 

Section 8.13. FILLING UNDERGROUND TANKS. 
Underground tanks and storage tanks inside buildings 
shall be filled only through fill pipes terminating outside 
of buildings at a point at least two ( 2 ) feet from any 
building opening at the same or lower level. Fill terminals 
shall be closed tight, when not in use, by metal cover 
designed to prevent tampering. The fill pipe for such tank 

or tanks shall be iron or steel not less than 1 -^ inches in 
diameter. 

Section 8.14. TANK VENT PIPES. All storage tanks for 
fuel oil shall be provided with a vent pipe not less than one- 
half the diameter of the fill pipe opening and in no case 
less than I-V 2 . iron size in diameter. 

Section 8.15. VENT PIPE CONNECTION. The vent pipe 
from two 275 gallon tanks may be connected to one 
upright, provided that they be connected to a point at least 
three (3) inches above the lowest horizontal run of fill 
pipe. Vent pipes shall not be cross-connected with fill 
pipes or return lines from burners. 

Section 8.16. PIPE LOCATION. Fill and vent pipes shall 
not be run through windows or coal chutes unless such 
openings are totally enclosed, with non-combustible 
materials. 

Section 8.17. LOCATION OF UNDERGROUND TANK. 
Except as otherwise permitted in this Ordinance the 
storage of fuel oil in excess of 550 gallons shall be outside 
of any building in underground tanks. Tanks located 
underground shall be placed in a position so that the top of 
the tank is at least two ( 2 ) feet below the surface of the 
ground and below the level of the lowest pipe leading into 
the building, provided, that tanks under driveways shall 
be protected by suitable reinforced concrete slabs. Tanks 
may be buried sixteen (16) inches below grade, with a 
cover of one ( 1 ) foot of earth and a reinforced concrete 
slab of not less than four (4) inches of thickness. The slab 
shall be set on a firm well tamped earth foundation and 
shall extend at least one ( 1 ) foot beyond the tank in all 
directions. 

Section 8.18 TANKS UNDER BUILDING. Tanks may be 
permitted underneath a building if buried at least two ( 2 ) 
feet below the lowest floor, or may be placed sixteen (16) 
inches below the lowest floor and covered with twelve Q 2 ) 
inches of earth and four (4) inches of reinforced concrete. 

Section 8.19. VALUTED STORAGE. Where it is im- 
practible to bury tanks, the Department may allow them 
to be installed inside a building when completely encased 
in six ( 6 ) inches of reinforced concrete and six ( 6 ) inches 
of sand. Access openings in the top of such enclosures may 
be permitted upon specific approval of the Department. 
Storage in such installations shall not exceed 5,000 gallons 
for any one premise. Underground tanks shall not be 
located within two ( 2 ) feet of a private property line or a 
basement or pit lower than the top of such tanks, unless 
such tansk are completely encased in six ( 6 ) inches of 
concrete of a tone, three and five mixture. 

Section 8.20. ANCHORING OF UNDERGROUND 
TANKS. Where necessary to prevent floating of un¬ 
derground tanks, they shall be securely anchored or 
weighed. 

Section 8.21 GUAGE FOR TANKS UNDER 
BUILDINGS. Measuring devices on tanks beneath 
buildings and previously described encased tanks shall be 
of an approved wall gauge type. Gauge stock openings 
located inside any building are expressly prohibited. 

Section 8.22. CLEAN-OUT CONNECTION. Tanks un¬ 
derground and vaulted tanks shall be provided with a 


clean-out connection, which shall be not less than % inch 
pipe, extendng within V/z inches from the bottom of the 
tank to outside the building. This connection shall be 
properly capped. 

Section 8.23. GRAVITY FLOW. Gravity flow of fuel oil 
from tank to burner is permitted wheri^each tank does not 
exceed 275 gallon capacity. Tanks of larger capacity, 
where permitted, shall discharge oil by suction throu^ 
top of tank. 

Section 8.24. OVERFLOW. Where a pump is installed 
between the storage and an auxiliary tank, means shall be 
provided so as to return any surplus oil to the storage tank 
or other approved means shall be provided to prevent 
overflow of the auxiliary tank. 

Section 8.25. DRUMS. Fuel oil drums as hereinbefore 
defined shall be of metal of not less than 18 gauge and 
shall be equipped with a suitable hand pump or approved 
self-closing faucet. Said fuel oil drums may be stored in 
any garage, or building on the ground floor only. Fuel oil 
storage for use with oil-burning space heaters shall be 
limited to two (2) 55 gallon drums inside of any building, 
or not more than 275 gallon tank outside of any building, 
where properly vented and provided with a hand pump. 
The use of faucets on drums or tanks stored inside of 
buildings is prohibited. 

Section 8.26. TANK MATERIAL. The metal used in all 
tanks shall be of a minimum gai^e, U.S. Standard, 
depending upon the capacity or size as given in the 
following table:

All such tanks shall be welded or riveted, and shall be 
heavily coated outside with asphaltrum or other rust- 
resisting material. All tanks and underground piping 
attached thereto shall be tested for leakage and shall be 
tight at five ( 5 ) pounds air pressure. All tanks having a 
capacity in excess of 275 gallons and all tanks for un¬ 
derground installation shall bear the Underwriters label. 

Section 8.27. CONCRETE TANKS. For fuel oil heavier 
than 35 degrees A.P.I., tanks may be made of concrete in 
accordance with the standards of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters for the construction of concrete fuel oil 
storage tanks as recommended by the National Fire 
Protection Association, with special permission of the 
Department. 

Action 8.28. RETURN LINES. Fuel oil return lines 
shall be provided with a check valve where the return line 
extends below the top of the tank. 

Section 8.29. ABANDONED TANKS. Abandoned fuel oil 
tanks shall be removed, except that such tanks may be 
allowed to remain, provided that all fuel oil is removed 
from the tanks, the gravity draw-off is securely capped or 
plugged at the tank, the fill pipe is plugged or capped 
inside the building, with the section extending outside the 
building removed, and the vent pipe is not altered. 
Abandoned outside fuel tanks shall be completely filled 
with water. 


ARTICLE 9 

GAS BURNER EQUIPMENT AND INSTALLATION 

Section 9.1. GENERAL. All gas burners shall consist of 
factory assembled and tested units. Gas burner units shall 
be so installed or attached as to prevent twisting, sliding 
or dropping out of the intended correct position. Burners 
shall be so installed as to be readily accessible for in¬ 
spection and cleaning and no part of the flames shall 
impinge so as to cause incomplete combustion. No baffles 
shall be applied wjhich will interfere with .proper com¬ 
bustion. 

Action 9.2. APPROVED LISTS. With the enactment of 
this Ordinance, a list of gas-fired burners and equipment 
shall be maintained by this Department which, through 
the arrangement of parts, suitability of materials, 
strength of parts, electric or other controls, thermostatic 
arrangement, reliability of automatic features, 
positiveness of ignition and possibility of explosion have 
been found by test or acceptable proof from the 
American Gas Association, or other nationally recognized 
laboratory, to be acceptable under the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 9.3. MANUFACTURER’S NAME PLATE. All 
gas burners, devices, attachments and accessories, 
covered by this section, shall bare the manufacturer’s 
identification marking. 

Section 9.4. TESTS BY DEPARTMENT. Gas burners 
and devices, attachments or accessories to gas burners, 
which can in any way affect combustion or safety shall not 
be installed until they have been inspected, tested and 
approved by the Department. This inspection and test 
shall cover arrangement of parts, suitability of material, 
strength of parts, electrical control, thermostatic 
arrangement, reliability of automatic features and 
positiveness of ignition. Any combination of gas burners, 
attachments or devices used together in any manner shall 
meet the requirements which apply to individual pieces of 
equipment. 

SecUon 9.5. DEVICES AND ATTACHMENTS. No 
devices or attachments shall be installed on any gas 
burner which may in any way impair the combustion of 
the gas. 

Section 9.6. 

ELECTRICAL DEVICES. No device employing or 
depending upon an electrical current shall be used 11 01 
such character that failure of the electrical current could 
result in the escape of unburned gas or in the failure to 
reduce the supply of gas under conditions which would 
normally result in its reduction unless other means are 
provided to prevent the development of dangerous tem¬ 
peratures, pressures, or the escape of gas. Only approved 
devices and controls may be used. Electrically operated 
safety devices shall not depend upon the closing of a 
circuit to shut off the main gas supply. (This requirement 
shall not be construed as prohibiting the use of electrical 
regulating devices provided the required safety devices 
are also installed.) 

Section 9.7 

AIR SHUTTERS. Air shutters shall be adjusted to 
reduce a good flame at the prevailing gas pressure. 

Section 9.8 

AIR OPENINGS. Secondary air openings shall provide 
sufficient area to supply an adequate amount of air for 
complete combustion and if automatically controlled, the 
construction shall be such that, in case the control fails in 
any way, either the gas will be shut off or the secondary 
air door will remain open. Burners shall not expel gas 
throu^ air openings in mixer faces when operating at 
prevailing pressures. 

Section 9.9 

IGNITION. The flames from constant burning pilots 
and burners, shall freely ignite the gas from adjacent 
burners when operating at prevailing gas pressure and 
when the main control valve is regulated to deliver about 
one-third 1-3 the full gas rate. 

Section 9.10 

GAS PILOT SUPPLY. Gas pilot supply piping shall be 
provided with an approved shut-off valve and with an 
approved properly vented gas pressure regulator 

Sectiop 9.11 

NEW INSTALLATIONS SHUT OFF VALVE - CON¬ 
VERSION BURNER SHUT-OFF AND SPACE HEATER 
SHUT-OFF VALVE. An approved manual main shut-off 
valve shall be provided on all burner installations except 
as hereinafter provided, approximately five (5) feet 
above the floor and approximately two (2) feet to the rear 
of the face of the furnace where practile ahead of all 
controls, and a union connection shall be provided 
downstream from this control valve to permit removal of 
the controls equipment. A pilot gas supply line shall be 
installed on the supply side of an approved main burner 


shut-off device through an approved fitting and shall be 
equipped with a shut-off valve and an adjustible pilot gas 
pressure regulator. Drilling and tapping the fuel line for 
the purpose of connecting a pilot gas supply line is 
prohibited. The main shut-off valve on all space heaters 
shall be as close to the thermostatic valve as possible. 

Section 9.12 

AIR SUPPLY. When air or oxygen under pressure is 
used in connection with any gas supply, effective means 
shall be provided to prevent the air of oxygen from going 
back into the gas piping. Power burners (gas-air mixture 
furnished by a power blower) shall be equipped with an 
air interlock control that will shut off the gas supply to the 
burner in the event of failure of the air supply to the 
burner (controls actuated by failure of power supply to 
the blower motor do not meet this requirement) 

Secton 9.13 

SAFETY PILOT. All gas-fired boilers, furnaces, or 
other devices for space heating a building hereafter in¬ 
stalled and all boilers or furnaces designed for o^er fuels 
hereafter converted shall employ an automatic safety 
pilot so constructed and adjusted that no gas can flow 
through the main burner unless the pilot is burning or 
some other type of safety device serving the same pur¬ 
pose. 

Section 9.14 

PILOT BURNER. Pilot burners shall be supported in 
such manner that their position relative to the main 
burner or burners shall be fixed. Pilot burners shall be so 
positioned as to be safety lighted and readily accessible 
for inspection, cleaning or replacing. Automatic safety 
pilots of gas burners having an hourly input of less than 
400,000 BTU shall be so adjusted that the main gas supply 
will be shut off within three (3) minutes after the pilot 
flame has been extinguished. Gas burners having an 
hourly input of 400,000 BTU or more shall be provided 
with a flame rod or other approved instantaneous type 
safety pilot which will shut off the main gas supply within 
•ten (10) seconds of pilot flame failure; except that gas 
designed sectional cast iron boilers will be accepted when 
provided with approved tj^e safety pilot, which shuts off 
the main gas supply within seventy-five (75) seconds of 
pilot flame failure. Pilot flames shall be so adjusted as to 
effectively ignite the gas in the main burner or burners, 
shall be ad^uately protected from drafts and shall not 
become extinguished when main burner or burners are 
turned on or off in normal manner. All pUots shall be so 
adjusted as to prevent carbon deposits. 

Section 9 15 

TEMPERATURE LIMIT DEVICE. All warm air 
furnaces shall be quipped with an approved high tem¬ 
perature limit device and set not to exceed 300 degrees 
Fahrenheit for Gravity Air Systems and not to exceed 200 
degrees Fahrenheit for mechanical air distribution. All 
hot water boilers shall be equipped with an approved high 
water temperature limiting device and the steam boilers 
shall be equipped with approved pressure limiting devices 
and approved low-water cut-off. Limbing devices on 
water and steam boilers shall be set so as not to exceed the 
limitations as specified by the regulations of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers. These 
limiting devices shall be in addition to operating controls. 

9.16 

PRESSURE REGULATORS. An approved gas pressure 
regulator of sufficient size shall be installed in the gas line 
leading to the gas burner. An additional approved ad¬ 
justable gas pressure regulator shall be inst^ed in the 
gas pilot supply line. 

^ Section 9 17 

PRESSURE REGULATOR. - VENTS. AU gas 
pressure regulators or diaphragm control valves, used 
with space heating equipment shall be vented to a con¬ 
stant burning pilot so that any gas leaking to the at¬ 
mospheric side of the regulator control valves will be 
carried to and ignited by the pilot or an approved venting 
de^ce shall be used. On burners where no constant 
burning pilot is provided, the gas pressure regulator or 
diaphragm control valve shall be vented to the smoke pipe 
on die chimney side of the draft diverter or directly to the 
outside atmosphere. 

Section 9.18 

COMBUSTION CHAMBER. The combustion chamber 
and all of its passages shall be gas tight. 

Section 9.19 

FUEL DOOR. The fuel door of a converted appliance 
shall be arranged to relieve pressure due to puffs or back¬ 
fire caused by delayed ignition or other causes and shall 
be provided with an approved self-closing device. 

Section 9.20 

VENTING. Every gas-fired boiler, furnace or other 
space heating device shall be effectively vented to the 
outside atmosphere. 

Section 9.21 

DAMPERS. Where dampers are an integral part of the 
equipment they shall be removed or permanently 
secured in the wide open position, except such dampers as 
may be used to alter the passage of flue gasses through 
the equipment, which will be locked in such a position as 
not to interfere with the safe operation of the burner. 

Section 9.22 

FLUES. Every gas-fired boiler, furnace or other 
nonportable space heating device shall be connected to a 
flue. 

Section 9.23 

VENTILATION. No gas burner shall be installed in a 
room in which the facilities for ventilation do not permit 
the proper combustion of gas. 

Section 9.24 

LOCATION. All gas burners shall be located so that 
they will be readily accessible for operation, repair and 
adjustment and for maximum safety. Gas burners shall 
be installed so that their continued operation will not raise 
the temperature of surrounding combustible materials or 
construction more than 90 degrees Fahrenheit above 
normal room temperature. 

Section 9.25 

INSTALLATION. Equipment when closed basis, in 
which no provision is made for the circulation of air below 
the burner boxes or combustion chambers shall be 
properly insulated from combustible floors. 

Section 9.26 

CLEARANCE. The minimum clearance of gas-fired 
heating units from combustible partitions and materials 
shall be as set forth in Table No. 4, except, in the case of 
equipment especially designed for burning gas and tested 
and listed for lesser clearances by a nationally recognized 
testing laboratory.

HORIZONTAL SUSPENDED FURNACES OR ATTIC

Section 9.28 

INSTRUCTIONS. The customer shall be thoroughly 
instructed by the vendor or Ws agent to proper and safe 
operations of the gas burner before it is placed in con¬ 
tinuous service and suitable printed instructions shall be 
supplied by the vendor or his agent and prominently 
displayed near the gas burner.

ARTICLE X 

INSTALLATION GAS BURNING EQUIPMENT 
(Piping Valves and Fittings) 

Section 10.1 

MATERIAL. Standard full weight wrought iron or steel 
pipe free from defects shall be used in conveying gas 
inside of buildings. Approved seamless drawn, well an¬ 
nealed copper, brass or other approved non-ferrous 
tubing with approved fittings may be used for permanent 
connections to stationary gas burners but no soldered 
joints may be used. All fittings for wrought iron or steel 
pipe (except stop-cocks or valves) shall be of best quality 
malleable iron or steel. Threads shall be in accordance 
with the American Pipe Thread Standard. Piping is 
prohibited to be set in cinders, slag, or similar materials. 
Section 10.2 

CORROSIVE CONDITIONS. Where necessary, due to 
corrosive conditions, piping shall be suitably coated. 
Section 10.3 

DEFECTIVE PIPING. Defective piping or fittings 
shall be removed and replaced 
with sound material. 

Section 10.4 

USED PIPING. Second hand pipe or fittings shall not 
be used. 

Section 10.5 

PIPING INSTALLATION. Piping shall be installed so 
that it is not subject to unnecessary strain and shall be 
securely and rigidly fastened. 

Section 10.6 

CROSSING OF JOINTS OR BEAMS. In running pipe, it 
is necessary to cross wood joints or beams, the joists or 
beams shall not be notched, except by special permission 
of the Department. 

Section 10.7 

SLOPE OF PIPING. All horizontal piping shall be 
graded not less than ^4 inch to 15 feet to prevent traps and 
Siall drain to the risers and from the risers to the meter 
unless the framing of the structure prevents such; 
Provided, however, that this shall not permit any 
violations of the provisions of the Ordinance governing the 
crossing of joists and beams. 

Section 10.8. DRIP. A drip, in which liquid condensate 
may collect and be removed shall be provided at any point 
in the line of pipe where condensation would collect. Drips 
shall not be located where the condensation will be sub¬ 
jected to temperature below 32 degrees Fahrenheit. Drips 
shall be installed only in such locations that the outlet of 
the drip will be readily accessible for emptying and 
cleaning. The size of any drip used shall be determined by 
the capacity and exposure of the piping which drains to it. 

Section 10.9. CLEAN OUT OPENING. The lower end of 
a vertical supply line, if accessible, shall be equipped with 
a t^ (or cross) having a full-sized plugged opening 
looking down to permit access for removing stoppages. 

Section 10.10 BRANCH PIPING. All branches shall be 
taken from the top or side of horizontal piping. 

Section 10.11. OUTLETS. Each outlet shall be securely 
closed gas tight with a threaded iron plug or cap im¬ 
mediately after installation and shall be left so closed 
until an appliance is installed thereon. In no case shall the 
outlet be closed ynth lead caps or lead plugs. 

Section 10.12. GAS SUPPLY. Gas for space heating 
units shall be supplied by an independent gas line of 
sufficient size, direct from the meter, to furnish adequate 
supply to the burners without excessive pressure (kop. 

Section 10.13. CONCEALED PIPING. Gas piping may 
be concealed in walls, ceilings or floors only after in¬ 
spection and approval by the Department (before gas is 
turned on). All gas piping ^hich is to be concealed for 
more than one foot of its length shall be tested in the 
presence of an inspector with a five-pound air pressure, 
and joints and seams shall be checked with soap and 
water. Piping shall hold this five-pound pressure without 
dropping pressure for 15 minutes. No gas piping shall be 
installed in chimneys, flues, ventilating shafts or ducts 
and elevator shafts. 

Section 10.14. CONCEALED FITTINGS. Unions, run¬ 
ning threads right and left couplings, bushings and swing 
joints made of a combination of fittings shall not be 
concealed. Copper tubing shall not be concealed in the 
walls. Flared or compression fittings shall not be con¬ 
cealed. 

Section 10.15. PIPING IN FLOORS. Piping in solid 
floors such as concrete shall be laid in channels in the 
floor, suitably covered to permit access to the piping with 
a minimum of damage to the building. Piping in contact 
with earth or other materials which may corrode shall be 
protected against corrosion in an approved manner. 
Piping shall not be laid in cinders. 

Section 10.16. UNIONS. Only ground joint unions or 
other approved fittings shall be used in gas piping. 

Section 10.17. VALVES AND COCKS. Valves and cocks 
used in connection with gas piping shall be of types ap¬ 
proved for such use. Valves and cocks shall be of such 
desi^ as to clearly indicate the “on” and “off” positions 
or directions of rotation to “Open” and “close.” Valves 
shall be constructed so that the stems cannot be with¬ 
drawn by continuous operation of the hand wheel. 


SECTION XI 

VENTING, CHIMNEY AND FLUES 
Section 11.1 GENERAL. All oil burning ^uipment and 
all gas burning equipment except gas burning equipment 
approved by the Department for unvented operation shall 
be effectively vent^ to the outside atmosphere through 
an approved vent connecter connected to an approved 
chinmey or flue. 

Section 11.2 CLEANING. Whenever the type of fuel for 
heating equipment is changed, the flue shall be cleaned 
from the base of the chimney to the point the vent enters 
the chimney, and the remainder of the flue shall be clear 
so as to properly conduct the products of combustion to 
the outside atmosphere. Cleanouts or other approved 
devices shall be provided at the base of all chimneys to 
enable the flues to be maintained clean. 

Section 11.3 BURNERS CONVERTED TO GAS. In case 
of conversion burners the section of the vent pipe between 
the outlet of the equipment and the .chimney shall be full 
size as the flue collar of the appliance and in no case less 
than one (1) square inch per 6,500 BTU hourly input. 
Where the outlet from the equipment is larger than the 
above indicated size, an orifice plate or other approved 
restricted section may be inserted. 

Section 11.4. DAMPERS. No adjustable dampers in the 
flue pipe shall be permitted. 

Section 11.5. DRAFT DIVERTERS FOR GAS BUR¬ 
NING EQUIPMENT. A draft hood or diverter of approved 
design or its approved equivalent shall be placed in and 
made a part of the flue pipe from the equipment, or in the 
equipment itself. Such device shall be designed to (1) 
insure the ready escape of the products of combustion in 
the event of no draft, back ^5ft or stoppage beyond the 
equipment, (2) prevent a back draft from entering the 
equipment, and (3) neutralize the effect of stack action of 
the flue upon the operation of the burner and shall 
otherwise comply with the requirements hereinafter 
specified for such devices and their installation. The draft 
hood or diverter shall be located at a point not lower than 
the top of the highest flue passage. The draft hood or 
diverter shall be located at least one (1) foot higher than 
the top of the highest flue passage for equipment of the 
revertible (down draft furnace) flue type and all boilers 
or furnaces of this type not specifically designed for the 
use of gas fuel shall be so altered or equipped as to prevent 
^ accumulation of gas in any part thereoL 

Section 11.6. CHIMNEY FLUES AND PIPES IN 
GENERAL. Chimney flues and flue pipes shall freely 
conduct the flue gases to the outside atmosphere. Before 
making a vent connection the chimney or flue shall be 
examined to assure that it is properly constructed in 


accordance with the requirements of the Official Building 
Code of the City. 

Section 11.7 TYPE A FLUES — WHERE REQUIRED. 
Type “A” flues (lined chimneys of masonry or reinforced 
concrete or metal smoke stacks) are required for (1) all 
space heating equipment which may be converted to the 
use of solid or liquid fuel ; (2) all boilers and furnac^. The 
above provisions shall apply except where special ap¬ 
proval is granted by the Department for the use of Type 
“B” venting piping. 

Section 11.8. MARKING OF CHIMNEYS OR FLUES. 
Chimneys or flues installed for use of gas-fired space 
heating equipment but which are not suitable for solid or 
liquid fuels must be plainly and permanently marked 
“This flue is for the use of gas burning appliances only”. 
Such marking or label shall be plac^ at a point near 
where the vent pipe enters the chimney, or with Type “B” 
vent piping used in places of a chimney, where the Type 
“B” vent piping enters a wall, floor, or ceiling. 

Section 11.19. TYPE “B” FLUES. Type B flues shall be 
used only with approved gas-fired equipment which is not 
required to be vented to Type “A” flues, and which 
produces the flue gas temperatures not to excess of 500 
degrees Fahrenheit at the outlet of the draft hood when 
burning gas at the maximum permissible manufacturer’s 
input rating. 

Section 11.10. UNDERWRITER’S TYPE “B” FLUE. A 
Type “B” flue may be one listed for gas appliance by 
Underwriter’s Laboratory, Inc., or an equivalent flue 
tested in a like manner by other nationally recognized 
testing laboratories. 

Section 11.11. OTHER TYPE “B” flues which may be 
used only with equipment not required to be connected to 
a Type “A” flue shall be constructed and installed as 
follows: 

(a) Type B flue for gas only. A Type B flue may be of 
double construction with at least one (1) inch clearance at 
all points between the inner lining and the outer casing. 
The inner lining shall be made of standard iron or steel 
pipe with threaded joints; or transit pipe with cemented 
joints ; or U.S. 20 gauge galvanized metal, or U.S. 24 gauge 
copper with gas-tight joints, sequced with at least two (2) 
metal screws in each joint. 'Die inner lining shall be sealed 
at the bottom and fitted with a suitable condensate trap. 
The outer casing shall be made of iron or steel pipe, cast 
iron, transit pipe, or of galvanized sheet metal not less 
than U.S. 24 gauge, or of sheet copper not less than U.S. 24 
gauge. The required clearance between the lining and 
casing shall be maintained by means of suitable per¬ 
manent metal spacers which will not materially restrict 
the circulation of air. A flue so constructed shall extend at 
least two (2) inches below the finished ceiling line and 
sufficiently high to provide adequate venting (at least 
three (3) feet above the finished roof line) and shall be 
equipped with a suitable weather cap or an approved 
ej^auster. The cross sectional area of the inner lining of 
such flues shall be at least twenty (20) square inches with 
no dimension less than five (5) inches except where 
special approval is given by the Department. A minimum 
clearance of one (1) inch shall be maintained by the outer 
casing of such flue and any combustible material. 

(b) Type B Flue for gas only, (alternate). A Type B flue 
may be of double construction with at least two (2) inches 
clearance at all points between the inner lining and the 
outer casing. The inner lining shall be made of galvanized 
sheet metal of not less than U.S. 20 guage or of copper of 
not less than U.S. 24 gauge with tight fitting joints secured 
with at least two (2) metal screws in each joint. Joints in 
fhe inner lining shall be fabricated with the crimped 
portion extending downward inside the next lower section. 
The outer casing shall be made of galvanized sheet metal 
or copper of not less than 24 gauge with tight fitting joints 
secured with at least two (2) metal screws in each joint. 
Joints in the outer casing shall be fabricated with the 
crimped portion extending upward inside the next higher 
section. The annular space between the lining and the 
casing shall be fabricated with the crimped portion ex¬ 
tending upward inside the next higher section, ‘the an¬ 
nular space between the lining and the casing shall be 
filled with mineral wool or other noncombustible in¬ 
sulating material and the ends of the space shall be sealed 
with tight fitting metal washers or collars same material 
as used to construct the inner lining. The washer or collar 
on the weather and shall be so fitted as to effectively 
prevent water or moisture from entering the insulated 
filled space. A flue so constructed shall extend at least two 
(2) inches below the finished ceiling line and sufficiently 
high to provide adequate venting (at least three (3) feet 
above the finished roof line), shall be equipped with a 
suitable weather cap or approved exhauster and sealed at 
the bottom and fitted with a suitable condensate trap. The 
cross sectional area of the inner lining of such flues shall 
be at least twenty (20) square inches with no dimension 
less than five (5) inches, except where special approval is 
given by the Department. A minimum clearance of one 
(1) inch shall be maintained between the outer casing and 
such flue and any combustible material. 

Section 11.12. OTHER PREFABRICATED FLUES. 
Other patented prefabricated flues may be used provided 
such flues have been specifically approved by the 
Department for such use. Such approved vent flues must 
bear the trademark of the manirfacturer and must be 
installed in strict compliance with the manufacturer’s 
specifications. 

Section 11.13. TERMINATION OF FLUES. Type B cr 
other patented prefabricated flues shall not be terminated 
on an exterior wall, except upon special approval of the 
Department. 

Section 11.14. CLEARANCE. Gearance from vent 
pipe to combustible material shall be in accordance with 
Table No. 3. The clearance from metal flue or vent con¬ 
nectors to combustible construction may be reduced as 
specified in Table No. 2, where the combustible con¬ 
struction is protected in accordance with this table. 
Gearance from combustible material to gas-fired space 
heating unit vent piping shall be such that continued 
operation of the equipment will not raise the temperature 
of surrounding combustible materials or construction 
more than 90 degrees Fahrenheit above normal room 
temperatures.

Section 11.15. CHIMNEYS ENTRANCE. The vent pipe 
shall enter the chimney or flue lining to its inner face but 
not beyond and shall be so cemented to the chimney wall. 
In entering the chimney or flue the connection shall be 
made at least six (6) inches above the extreme bottom. 

Section 11.16. VENT CONNECTION. The vent con¬ 
nection shall not be smaller than the size indicated by the 
vent collar on the space heating unit. 

Section 11.17. HORIZONTAL VENT CONNECTION. 
The horizontal vent connection shall not be longer than 
one-half the effective height of the chimney. The vent pipe 
shall maintain a pitch or rise of Va inch per foot of the 
horizontal run from the equipment to the flue or chimney. 

Section 11.18. EXPOSED CONNECTION. The expos^ 
connection between a gas-fired appliance and flue or 
chimney shall be made with sheet metal of at least U.S. 24 
gauge or other approved durable incombustible material. 
In the case of floor furnaces, such vent shall be con¬ 
structed of asbestos cement pipe with cemented joints or 
material of equal insulating value. Such vent pipe shall 
not pass into or through any floor, ceiling, roof, or ex¬ 
terior wall but may pass through interior partitions if 
properly protected by a metal thimble with a one (1) inch 
air space on all sides. 


Section 11.19. VENT PIPE INSTALLATION. The vent 
pipe shall be so installed as to avoid sharp turns or other 
constructive features which would create excess 
resistance to flow of the gaseous products. 

Section 11.20. VENT PIPE CONNECTIONS. Vent pipe 
from one or more gas-fired space heating appliances may 
be interconnected provided that the cross sectional area 
of the manifold shall be equal to the sum of the cross 
sectional areas of the vent collar connections of the ap¬ 
pliance. Vents from a gas-fired heating appliance shall 
not be interconnected with a vent pipe from an appliance 
burning other fuels or designed for other uses except with 
the specific approval of the Department. 

Section 11.21. CHIMNEY CONNECTIONS. A vent pipe 
from gas-fired heating appliance and vent pipes from 
other appliances, burning the same or other fuels, may be 
connected into the same chimney through separate 
openings located at different levels, provided that the 
operation of any of the equipment is not adversely af¬ 
fected 

Section 11.22. VENT PIPE MATERIAL. The material 
used for vent pipes shall be new and shall be such as to 
resist the corrosive action or flue gases and condensate. 
The vent pipe shall be rigidly and securely installed. When 
flue pipes are rusted and burned out, they shall be 
replaced by new pipe. 

Action 11.23 METAL SMOKEPIPES—OIL BUR¬ 
NERS. Where metal smoke pipes of twelve (12) inches or 
less in diameter pass throu^ wood or plastered stud 
partition, they shall be surrounded either by a body of 
brick, hollow tile, or other incombustible fireproof 
material of a thickness of at least four (4) inches around 
such smoke pipes ; or they shall be surrounded by a sheet 
metal thimble of two (2) concentric rings at least two (2) 
inches apart, and the entire thimble so constructed that 
there will be a free circulation of air between the two rings 
forming the same Smoke pipes of a diameter of six (6) 
inches or less may have thimbles with one (1) inch air 
space. Where a new smoke pipe is installed it shall be 
lock-seamed or riveted, with all joints lapped not less than 
one and one-half (V/z) inches and rigicUy secured, and 
shall have proper thimble for making tight connection to 
chimney flue. 

SECTION XII 
SAFETY PRECAUTIONS 

Section 12.1. GENERAL. Gas fittings, gas burner in¬ 
stallation and repair work shall be done with the gas 
turned off. At least two (2) men shall work in any situation 
where the nature of the work is such as to otherwise ex¬ 
pose any person or property to danger. 

Section 12.2. MATCHES AND SMOKING. No matches, 
candles .or other sources of ignition shall be used when 
working on piping or equipment filled with gas, or in 
searching for leaks. Workmen or helpers shall not smoke 
while connecting or disconnecting gas filled piping or 
equipment nor shall others be permitted to smoke while in 
the room with or near such work. 

Section 12.3. ARTIFICIAL LIGHTS. Artificial lighting 
for use in connection with searching for leaks or work in 
gaseous atmosphere shall be restricted to approved 
electric hand flashlights or other electric lights controlled 
only by switchers located outside the gassy area. Every 
workman shall be equipped with an approved electric 
hand flashlight. 

Secton 12.4. INFLAMMABLE LIQUIDS. Alcohol, 
gasoline and other inflammable liquids, including the 
liquid which is removed from meters or from drips in gas 
piping shall be handled with the proper precautions and 
shall not be left by the workmen on the premises of the 
customers. 

Section 12.5 FITTER’S EQUIPMENT. Fitter’s torches 
or furnaces (including blow torches) shall not be left 
within the customer’s premises from the end of one 
working day to the beginning of the next. 

Section 12.6 GAS SUPPLY SYSTEM. No workmen, 
unless in the employ of the Gas Company, shall repair, 
alter or open the service pipe or service extension, or set 
or remove the service meter, or do any other work on the 
parts of the gas supply system up to and including the 
meter. Only employees of the Gas Ckimpany shall be 
permitted to turn the gas on at a service cock or curb cock 
or at any other cock which controls the supply of gas to 
more than one customer. 

Section 12.7 BLOWING AIR FROM PIPES. After in¬ 
stallation is completed and before leaving the premises, 
all air must be blown from piping and appliances and all 
pilot burners must be lighted and properly adjusted. When 
purging pipes supply equipment which has burners en¬ 
closed in spaces wherein gas may collect the air shall be 
blown from an opening outside the enclosure, such as the 
end of the manifold. 

Section 12.8 PIPE CHECK. Before turning gas under 
pressure into any piping, the installer shall assure himself 
that there are no openings from which gas can escape. 

Section 12.9 TURNING GAS OFF AND ON. (a) When 
necessary to turn gas off, a workman shall use the meter 
cock, or a line cock which affects any part of the piping of 
a singe customer. Before gas is shut off from any line or 
piping, all users or their responsible representatives 
whose service is affected shall (except in emergencies) be 
advised that the gas is to be shut off and instructed to shut 
off all appliance cocks and not to open any of them until 
notified that service has been restored (b) If a meter cock 
is found shut off, unless the workman himself has shut it 
off or knows that it was shut off by the customer to prevent 
leakage, and the cause of the leakage has been repaired 
by the workman, he shall not turn the gas on. (c) A work¬ 
man shall not turn gas on at a meter or a line cock if 
piping, equipment or meters are known to leak or to be 
defective, (d) No workman or any other person shall turn 
gas on at a meter cock or a line cock after same has been 
ordered turnec^ off by the Department or the Gas 
.Company without specific permission from the agency 
that turned the gas off. (e) Gas shall not be turned on at 
either a line cock or a meter cock unless gas burning 
equipment is connected to the piping system supplied. 

Section 12.10 DUTY OF WORKMAN. It shall be the duty 
of any workman to turn the gas off from any equipment, 
pipe, or piping system and regardless of the wishes of the 
user thereof to leave the gas turned off until the cause for 
interrupting the supply has been removed in any of the 
following cases: 

(a) If ordered to do so by the Department. 

(b) If any leakage of gas is noted. 

(c) If there is any condition which threatens in¬ 
terruption of gas supply which may cause burner flame to 
be extinguished or otherwise prove dangerous. 

(d) If an installation is found of some gas-fired equip¬ 
ment of such as to cause a serious personal or property 
hazard. 

Section 12.11. FIRE EXTINGUISHER. Heating 
equipment installations in all multiple dwellings with 
central heat, commercial establishments of any kind or 
description where the public congregates or persons are 
permitted to be present on invitation or otherwise, shall 
have accessible in the furnace room for immediate and 
convenient use in emergency, a fire extinguisher of at 
least 2-1-2 gallons capacity, approved by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, and which shall be of foam 
type or its equivalent, provided further, that in case of 
great hazard or danger to the public, the Chief of the Fire 
Department of the City may, in writing, require further or 
additional fire extinguishing apparatus in order to 
safeguard public property and life. 


ARTICLE XIII 
UNLAWFUL ACTS 

Section 13.1 INSTALLATION OR ALTERATION 
WITHOUT PERMIT. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to install or alter any oil fed or gas fed heating equipment 
covered by this Ordinance in the City, except as herein 
provided, without a permit from the Department. 

Section 13.2 INSTALLATION, ALTERATION OR 
SERVICE WITHOUT LICENSE. It shall be unlawful in 
the City for any person to engage in the business of in¬ 
stalling, altering or servicing or contracting to install. 


alter or service any heating equipment covered by this 
Ordinance, or parts or accessories thereof or ap¬ 
purtenances thereto, without first having filed an ap¬ 
plication with the Department or having obtained a 
license thereof provided in this Ordinance. 

Section 13.3 PLUMBER’S LICENSE. It shall be 
unlawful for any licensee under this Ordinance to install, 
alter or service any plumbing, including domestic water 
heating equipment as defined by the plumbing law of the 
State of Michigan and the Building Code of the City unless 
such licensee is also registered as a Master plumber 
under the plumbing laws of the State of Michigan and is 
also registered under the provisions of the Plumbing Code 
of the Township. 

Section 13.4. USE OF NAME. It shall be unlawful for 
any person who has procured a contractor’s license to 
permit the use of his or its name by any other person, 
directly or indirectly for the purpose of obtaining a permit 
to do any installation, alteration, or servicing upon any 
heating equipment in the City. 

Section 13.5 USE OF CONDEMMED EQUIPMENT 
PROHIBITED. It shall be unlawful for any person having 
control or management of any condemned unit or part 
thereof to use or permit to be used such unit or part 
thereof until the condition shall have been remedied and 
the unit or part thereof has been put in a safe condition 
and has been approved as such by the Department under 
the provisions of this Ordinance unless a licensed con¬ 
tractor has placed special equipment in operation in 
accordance with this Ordinance. 

Section 13.6 TERMINATION OF LICENSE. When a 
license has been issued to an applicant based on the 
qualifications of a legal employee, and the active services 
of such employee with the applicant have been ter¬ 
minated, it shall be unlawful for the said licensee to 
engage in any of the operations covered by this Ordinance 
until the said licensee is again qualified in accordance 
with the provisions thereof. 

Section 13.7 USE OF HEATING EQUIPMENT. It shall 
be unlawful for any person having control or management 
of any building or structure to use or permit to be used any 
heating equipment which has been installed, altered or 
serviced subsequent to the effective date of this Ordinance 
unless a permit has been secured under the provisions of 
this Ordinance. 

Section 13.8 USE OF GAS EQUIPMENT. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to turn on the gas for use in any 
gas-fired space heating equipment which has been in¬ 
stalled, altered or serviced in any building or structure 
subsequent to the effective date of this Ordinance unless a 
permit has been secured under the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

Section 13.9 USE OF USED GAS EQUIPMENT. It shall 
be unlawful for any person to install any used gas burner 
or for the inspector to issue any permit authorizing such 
installation until said licensee shall first have submitted 
with his or her application for such permit, a copy of the 
purchase order describing the used burner that is to be 
installed and a statement by the purchaser 
acknowledging such purchase order, together with a 
statement by said licensee that said burner has been 
properly reconditioned and will comply in every way with 
the requirements herein for new -equipment as to 
operation safety standards and adjustments. 

Secton 13.10 SUPPLYING OF FUEL OIL. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to supply with fuel oil any tanks or 
containers for fuel oil if such burners or equipment shall 
have, as herein provided, a condemnation tag attached to 
the fill or vent pipe of such tank or container. 

Section 13.11 CONCEALMENT OF FUEL OIL TANKS. 
It shall be unlawful for installer of an oil burner in¬ 
stallation to cover up any fuel tanks or pioing in such 
installation until the same shall have been inspected and 
approved by the Building Official or his authorized 
assistant. 

Section 13.12 EXCEPTION FOR OWNER. Nothing 
herein contained shall prohibit any bona fide owner from 
personally installing space heating equipment in his own 
residence provided that said owner shall meet the 
following requirements: 

(a) Apply for and secure a permit in accordance 
herewith, except for light repairs; 

(b) Pay required fees. 

(c) Do the work himself in accordance with this Or¬ 
dinance. 

(d) Apply for inspection. 

(e) Receive approval of Building Official. 

ARTICLE XIV 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 
Section 14.1 PENALTIES. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this Ordinance shall upon conviction 
thereof be subject to a fine of not more than Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars or to imprisonment for a period of not 
more than ninety (90) days or to both, such fine and im¬ 
prisonment left to the discretion of the court. Each day 
that a violation of this Ordinance iscontinued or permitted 
to exist without compliance shall constitute a separate 
offense punishable upon conviction in the same manner as 
prescribed herein for the original offense. 

Section 14.2 SEVERABILITY. This Ordinance and the 
various parts, sentences, paragraph, section or clause is 
adjudged unconstitutional or invalid, the same shall not 
affect the validity of this Ordinance as a whole or any part 
thereof other than the part declared to be unconstitutional 
and invalid. 

Section 14.3 EFFECTIVE DATE. This Ordinance is 
hereby ordered to take effect immediately after 
publication of the Ordinance, (b) All Ordinances or parts 
of Ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed 
only to the extent necessary to give this Ordinance full 
force and effect, (c) This Ordinance is hereby declared to 
have been adopted by the (Council of the City of Romulus, 
County of Wayne, State of Michigan, at a regular meeting 
thereof duly called and held on the 27th day of July, A.D., 
1971 and ordered to be given publication in the manner 
prescribed by law.

“Who Is Harry Kellerman and Why Is He Saying Those 
Terrible Things About Me?’’is the question posed by George 
Soloway, a song writer who has written to the top of the heap 
leaving behind him a broken marriage, a tattered life, end¬ 
less visits to his psychiatrist and agonizing helpless ^nights 
in which his only ease comes from listening to his accountant 
read the quarterly report. 


Now Soloway is faced by his last crisis, a mysterious 
person who is phoning everyone Soloway knows, especially 
his stable of girls, and poisoning their minds against him. A 
mystery buff will quickly guess who Harry Kellerman is but 
no matter; author Herb Gardner is much less concerned wi^ 
Harry Kellerman than with Georgia Soloway and Georgia 
was lost long before Harry Kellerman ever appeared on the 
scene. The Soloways of this world sow only the seeds of their 
"ovm'drstructiorL*'^ ^ " 


Possibly the most significant question be raised about 
“Harry Kellerman” is not the question posed by its title, but 
rather why a picture about Georgia Soloway at all. Georgia is 
nothing new ; he is what the Bible had in mind when it asked 
“what profit a man to gain the world.” But Georgia do^ 
fulfill one useful function; as always those abused by life and 
fortune can look at him and think that there are worse things 
than ignominity. ... 

Gardner’s script is literate, albeit neurotic, tiding 
Soloway’s doom in a carefully arranged pattern of flashback 
and fantasy in which he is pursued by devils, most of his own 
making — but he carries with him his own mental pallative, 
the image of his psychiatrist in a dozen clownish idioms. 

Director Ulu Grosbard’s tempos are remarkably unified, 
no mean feat considering the changing rhythms of G^^er s 
script His cast is of uniform quality with Dustin Hoffman 
digging deeply into the agonized psyche of Georgie. Most 
other roles are cameos; some of the better ones ^e Barbara 
Harris as Allison, a girl on the brink of mid^e-age who 
might have saved Georgie if he hadn’t been already lost; 
Jack Warden in a dozen variants on the comic psychiatrist; 
David Burns in his appropriate finale as Georgie s father, 
knowing that his son does not know, how to let go of life; and 
Dom De Luise is his beset accountant. 

There will be many who will waste no sympathy on Georgie 
Soloway figuring “give me his fame and his money and 111 
take care of my own problems.” These people could care less 
about the mysterious Harry Kellerman. Others may glimpse 
a shred of themselves in Georgie. If so the view is terrifying. 


Wonderland Center’s Music 
Festival continues its 
presentations of musical 
talent with a concert and 
dance featuring the zany 
sounds of the Fred Daye Band 
on Friday, Aug. 6.

This sounds like a tough act 
to follow but not for the 
Wonderland Musical Festival. 

The Ray Cerda Band will 
perform on the following 
Friday, Aug. 13, again from 9 
until 11 p.m. This group is 
widely known for its in¬ 
terpretation of Latin music 
and they are considered to be 
entertainers in the true sense 
of the word. 


There is the finest of lines 
between dramatic liberty and 
dramatic license and it is not 
merely crossed but breached 
many times in Earnest L. 
Hudson’s retrospect on slave 
days in “Rebellion 369,” being 
given its premiere production 
by the Black Theater Com¬ 
pany in a studio production of 
Wayne State University’s 
third summer theatre festival 
downstairs at the Hilberry. 

It is highly unlikely that 
Hudson, a Wayne ji^or, has 
much authoritative in¬ 
formation about what plan¬ 
tation life was all about, but he 
is entitled to dramatic 
liberties, as is any author of a 
period piece. However the 
result is a surfacemelodrama, 
full of contemporary black 
street language, wrapped in 
murky allegory, and 
packaged — shades of Maria 
Montez—in jungle magic in 
which the black man’s 
enemies are mysteriously 
transformed into snakes. 


It would seem, howevCT, 
that his parody of shuffling 
colored folk and lecherous 
white men, is headed 
elsewhere, when it develops 
that owner Charlie is a weak 
anti-social recluse, and that 
Luke who has taught himself 
to read and write, is running 
the plantation in Charlie’s 
name. Amos’ bitterness at 
black mistreating black— 
Luke and Mose are just as 
merciless as any white^ears 
fruit when Lucy turns Charlie 
into a snake and Mose un¬ 
wittingly kills him. 


The group is not restricted 
to comedy as they roll out a 
mean polka, downbeat Ger¬ 
man traditional tunes, hot 
Dixieland, and move into 
straight dance beats without 
batting a musical eyelash. 


The performances at the 
Wonderland Music Festival by 
the Fred Daye Band and the 
Ray Cerda Band are under the 
joint sponsorship of Won¬ 
derland Center and the Music 
Performance Trust Funds of 
the Detroit Federation of 
Musicians, Merle Alvey, 
President. 

There is no charge for ad¬ 
mission to either per¬ 
formance. Wonderland 
Center is located at Plymouth 
at Middlebelt Roads. 


After an orgiastic, 
hedonistic and animalistic 
prologue on a slave ship 
which, if written by a white 
playwright would surely have 
been descried as blatant 
racism, we are treated to the 
view of Charlie Smith’s 
plantation, where his field 
buck, Mose, whips the 
production of his fellow 
blacks, while his educated 
brother. Father Luke, teUs 
them about a better world to 
come if they behave them¬ 
selves. A third brother, Amos, 
takes after his mother, Lucy, 
the priestess of the snake cult, 
and dreams of rebellion. 


Hudson, at least, has a flair 
for sustaining his theme, but 
only by pandering to the 
lowest common denominator. 
Director Earl D. A. Smith 
keeps a brisk pace, perhaps 
not wanting to allow the 
audience to stop and sort 
things like. Charles Gilroy’s 
sets, with jarring red lights 
and Kafkaesque platforms, 
complete the murky aura. 

Author Hudson stars as 
Amos, usually underplaying, 
while Janice Edmonds is his 
somewhat shrill woman. 
Vance Dennard is effective as 
the coarse Mose, while An¬ 
thony Wellington Perkins, has 
the difficult task of shifting 
gears as the multi-faceted 
Luke. Steve Davies is ef¬ 
fective as Charlie. 

“Rebellion 369” would 
possibly have made a more 
appropriate appearance as a 
winter studio production-^ 
student stage productions in 
the winter are not advertised 
to the general public; it’s a 
good place for a young talent 
to learn. '

MacMurray 
starts 

ball rolling

There are 11,000 residents in Canton Township. 

And in that number you inevitably will have countless 
youngsters who would like to play Little League baseball, 
football, basketball, hockey or participate in recreational 
projects. 

Until this year that community’s recreational needs have 
been contingent upon the help from three school districts 
which usually turned its back on the “orphans”. 

Now the township has decided to set up its own recreation 
commi^ion, which is headed by Frank MacMurray. 

The challenge has been accepted by MacMurray, a 
member of the local Jaycees, who brings to the commission 
impressive credentials not only as an organizer, but as one 
who has many years experience in competitive and 
recreational sports. 

But it isn’t in this area whiqh he feels his greatest challenge 
lies. It is, he feels, in making Canton Township feel as “one.” 

“We are served by three school districts; have three dif¬ 
ferent mailing addresses, four separate telephone ex¬ 
changes. Does one have to question why the people here feel 
there isn’t a common denominator? 

“I feel a solid recreation program could change this 
image,” said MacMurray. 

MacMurray has already started the ball rolling. At 
Gallimore School he has coordinated a summer recreation 
program with the local YMCA that involves some 20 to 30 
boys and girls who participate in various activities each day. 

Married, and the father of four children, MacMurray has 
lived in the to\sTTship for over a decade, since being mustered 
out of the army in 1%1. He was graduated from Wayne 
Memorial High, where he was a standout in football and 
baseball. 

He attended Henry Ford Community College in Dearborn, 
majoring in engineering at first, but later shifting to business 
administration. 

“We don’t have anything here in the township in the way of 
recreation,” admits MacMurray. “The other day a little 
leaguer’s father approached me and said he took his son to 
Wayne to register him in their program and was refused. 

“Our people have to turn to Wayne or Plymouth for their 
recreational needs and if these cities want to they will either 
enroll our people or turn them away. 

Mass M^dia Neglects Canton 

“Lately they have been turning them away because they 
have more than they can handle,” said MacMurray. “We 
have to initiate programs for our own and this is \\4iy we are 
here.” 

But, “being here” isn’t enough. MacMurray also lacks the 
facilities to organize his projects. 

The township, however, has recently purchased a 28 acre 
parcel on Cherry Hill and Canton Center,wnere it hopes to 
develop baseball diamonds, a hockey rink, football field and 
picnic facilities. 

Jac Voss, the former head of the Westland Parks and 
Recreation Department, presently with the Department of 
Natural Resources, has helped in the layout of the newly- 
acquired land and also shown the township the road to the 
Michigan Recreation Association. 

MacMurray envisions the Cherry Hill-Canton Center as the 
spring-board to a 100-acre recreation parcel that would serve 
the future n(?eds of the commurjiiy. 

He will have a seven-man council to help him plan those 
projects, and more important, carry them out. 

MacMurray will not hold back any punches in his hopes of 
realizing his projects. He even took a swing at the mass 
media - the lack of coverage, that is, in the area. 

“There i.s no real media for our area that gives us complete 
coverage,” he says. “A community needs a newspaper that 
will inform it. What good are all of our projects if we can’t 
reach our residents? 

“This i.s why we need good newspaper coverage,” he 

said.

EXAMINATIONS AND LICENSES ISSUED BY OTHER

FORCEMENT OF THIS ORDINANCE; TO PROVIDE A 
PENALTY FOR VIOLATIONS THEREOF AND TO

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SHORT TITLE: Electrical Ordinance 
Section 1. ELECTRICAL INSPECTION. The Qty Clerk, 
hereinafter called the Inspection Authority, shall have 
and hereby is given jurisdiction subject to review as 
hereinafter provided, over the inspection of all electrical 
installations, including changes, repairs, and additions 
thereto within the City of Romulus, The Qty Council shall 
appoint an Electrical Inspector who shall inspect all 
electrical installations and report to the Inspection 
Authority. This jurisdiction shall apply to the installation 
of wiring devices, apparatus and equipment for con¬ 
nection to electricity supply systems having voltages over 
30 volts, except as provided in Section 4. 

Action 2. FEES FOR INSPECTION. When an ap¬ 
plication is made for a permit required under the terms of 
this Ordinance, a fee shall be paid in an amount as 
prescribed by the City Council of the City of Romulus 
Section 3. RIGHT OF ACCESS TO BUILDINGS. The 
Electrical Inspector and-or his deputy shall have the right 
during reasonable hours to enter any building in the 
discharge of his official duties or for the purpose of 
making any inspection or test of the installation of electric 
wiring, electric devices and-or electric material con¬ 
tained therein, and shall have the authority to cause the 
turning off of all electric supply and cut or disconnect, in 
cases of emergency, any wire where such electrical 
currents are dangerous to life or property or mav in¬ 
terfere with the work of the Fire Department. 

Section 4. PERMITS, (a) No alterations or additions 
shall be made in the existing wiring of any building, nor 
shall any building be wired for the placing of any electric 
lights, motors, heating devices, or any apparatus 
r^uinng the use of electrical current at a potential over 
30 volts nor shall any alterations be made in the wiring in 
My building after inspection, without first notifying the 
msp^tion Authority and securing a permit therefor. 
Applications for such permit describing such work, shall 
be made by the person, firm or corporation installing 
same, and permit when isued shall be to such applicant. 

(b) This section shall not apply to maintenance and 
repairs on the premises of a person, firm or corporation 
regularly employing qualified electricians for that pur¬ 
pose, nor such minor repair work as repairing flush and 
snap switches, replacing fuses, changing lamp sockets 
and receptacles, taping bar joints or repairing drop cords 

(c) Owners Constitutional Privilege. Nothing herein 
contained shall prohibit any bona fide owner of a building 
or structure from personally installing electrical wiring 
or electrical equipment provided that said owner shall ’ 

(1) apply for and secure a permit in accordance with 
Section 4 (2) pay required fees. (3) Do the work himself 
or herself in accordance with the National Electrical 
^de. (4) Apply for inspection. (5) Receive approval of the 
Electrical Inspector. 

Section 5. INSPECTION. Upon the completion of the 
wing of any building, or additions to existing buildings, it 
shall be the duty of the person, firm or corporation in- 
sUlling the same to notify the Inspection Authority, who 
Shall notify the Electrical Inspector to inspect the in¬ 
stallation as soon as possible, and if it is found to be fully 
in compliance with this Ordinance and does not constitute 
a hazard to life and property, he shall issue to such person 
firrn, or corporation for delivery to the owner a certificate 
Of inspection authorizing connection to the electrical 
service and the turning on of the current. All wires which 
to be hidden from view shall be inspected before 
oncealment and any person, firm or corporation in- 
selling such wires shall notify the Inspection Authority 
giving sufficient time in which to make the required in¬ 
spection before such wires are concealed 
Section 6. RE-INSPECTION. The Electrical Inspector 
peri^ically, a thorough re-inspection of the 
installation in buildings of all electric wiring, electric 
deuces and electric material that has been installed or

Romulus, and when the installation of any such wiring, 


devices, and-or material is found to be in a dangerous or 
unsafe condition, the person, firm or corporation owning, 
using, or operating the same shall be notified and shall 
make the necessary repairs or changes requiring to place 
such wiring, devices and material in a safe condition and 
have such work completed within fifteen (15) days, or any 
longer period specified by the Electrical Inspector in said 
notice. The Electrical Inspector is hereby empowered to 
disconnect or order the discontinuance of electrical 
service to such wiring, devices, and-or material so found 
to be defectively installed, until the installation of such 
wiring, devices and material hfils been made safe as 
directed- by the-Electrical Inspector. 

Section 7. CONSTRUCTION REQUIREMENTS. No 
certificate of inspection shall be issued unless the elec¬ 
trical installation is in strict conformity with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, the statutes of the State of 
Michigan, the rules and regulations issued by the 
Public Utilities Ck)mmission under the authority ot 
the State Statutes, and unless they are in conformity with 
approved methods of construction for safety to persons 
and property . The regulations as laid down in the National 
Electrical Code, as approved by the American Standards 
Association, and in the Board of Examiners’ Rules and 
Regulations established as hereinafter provided (Section 
10, Par. D) shall be prima facie evidence of such approved 
methods. 

Section 8. (a) APPROVED MATERIALS. It shall be 
unlawful to install or use any electrical device, apparatus, 
or equipment designed for attachment to, or installation 
on electrical circuit or system for heat, light or power, 
that is not of good design and construction and safe and 
adequate for its intended use. The Electrical Inspector 
shall have power to disapprove the use or installation of 
devices not fulfilling these requirements. Devices, ap¬ 
paratus and equipment approved by such generally 
recognized authorities as United States Bureau of Stan¬ 
dards, Electrical Testing Laboratories of New York, or 
Underwriters Laboratories unless explicitly disapproved 
by said Authority for reasons of faulty design and 
poor construction involving danger to persons and-or 
property. 

(b) It shall be the duty of the Electrical Inspector from 
time to time to inspect devices, apparatus and equipment 
offered to the public for use in installation to see that such 
items conform to the above requirements. 

Section 9. (A) RECORD AND REVIEW. The Inspection 
Authority shall keep complete records of all permits 
issued and inspections made and other official work 
performed under the provisions of this Ordinance. 

(b) When the Electrical Inspector condemns all or part 
of any electrical installation, the owner may within five 
(5) days after receiving written notice from the Electrical 
Inspector, file a petition in writing for review of said 
action of the Electrical Inspector with the Board of 
Examiners, upon receipt of which the said Board of 
Examiners shall at once proceed to determine whether 
said Electrical installation complies with this Ordinance, 
and within three (3) days shall make a decision in ac¬ 
cordance with its findings. 

Section 10. (a) LICENSE FOR ELECTRICAL WORK. It 
shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
engage as an independent contractor in the installation, 
alteration, maintenance, or repair of electrical wiring, 
equipment, apparatus or fixtures for light, heat or power 
purposes where the electromotive force exceeds 30 volts 
in or about buildings and-or structures located within the 
City of Romulus without first having procured a license. 

Persons making application must be twenty-one (21) 
years of age or over and must have a license as a Jour¬ 
neyman Electrician, and pass a suitable examination. 
Persons, firms, or corporations applying for Contractor’s 
License must have at least one member of the firm with 
the above qualifications and experience, or may have one 
or more men employed with the above qualifications and 
experience. 

A Board of Examiners is hereby constituted consisting 
of the Electrical Inspector of the City of Romulus, a 
representative of an Electrical Utility Company, a 
licensed ElectricaKTontractor and a licensed Journeyman 
Electrician, and the said Electrical Contractor and 
Journeyman Electrician shall have had at least ten (10) 
years experience in electrical work. The members of said 
Board of Examiners shall be appointed by the City Board 
for ^uch terms as shall be designated at the time of ap¬ 
pointment, and shall receive such compensation as shall 
be determined from time to time by the City Ckiuncil. 

.This Board shall examine all applicants for either 
(Contractor’s or Journeyman Electrician’s licenses. 
Applicants failing to pass will not be eligible for 
reexamination in any reciprocating Municipality for a 
period of thirty (30) days. 

All applicants for licenses shall designate their legal 


address as the location of their residence in the case of 
journeyman electricians, and their legal address as the 
principle place of business in the case of electrical con¬ 
tractors. All electrical contractors and journeyman 
electricians having their legal address within the cor¬ 
porate limits of the Gty of Romulus shall secure their 
license from the said Inspection Authority. 

The Board shall prepare the application blanks, 
prescribe the examination and meet at least once a month 
or on call of the Inspection Authority to hold 
examinations. Due notice shall be given applicants of the 
date of examination. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to engage in the 
occupation or trade of Journeyman electrician in the 
installation, alteration, maintenance or repair of elec¬ 
trical wiring equipment, apparatus or fixtures for light, 
heat, power or medical purposes where the electromotive 
force exceeds 30 volts in or about the buildings and-or 
structures within the Gty of Romulus without first having 
taken the examination and obtained a license as 
hereinafter provided. 

This provision shall not apply to helpers and ap¬ 
prentices, provided such work as they may do is per¬ 
formed under the direction and supervision of licensed 
Journeyman electricians who shall be on the premises at 
all times when such helpers or apprentices are per¬ 
forming such work on the premises. 

All applications for said examination shall be in 
writing. The examination shall consist of an oral or 
written examination as the Examining Board shall 
determine, and such other practical tests in examination 
at the discretion of the Examining Board. Stenographic 
notes shall be taken of all oral examinations. 

Minimum qualifications for examination for Jour¬ 
neyman electricians shall be four years of practical ex¬ 
perience. Time spent in trade school attendance shall be 
credited as apprentice experience. Four years in 
technical school and one year practical experience shall 
also qualify for examination. 

(c) The fee for an Electrical (Contractor’s license shall 
be Thirty-five ($35.00) Dollars per year. The fee for a. 
master Journeyman Electrician’s license shall be Ten 
($10.00) Dollars per year. Licenses shall expire on 
December 31st of each year, and shall be renewed upon 
application by the licensee, together with the payment of 
the required fee. After March 1st all licenses not renewed 
shall be considered cencelled and may not be renewed 
except upon approval by the Examining Board, Electrical 
(Contractors, licenses and Journeyman electricians’ 
licenses shall be issued by the Inspection Authroity upon 
recommendation of the Examining Board. Licenses 
issued under this Ordinance shall be nontransferable and 
shall be displayed when requested. Electrical Ck)ntractors 
licenses under the terms of this Ordinance shall not secure 
permits for work to be done by any persons not employed 
by said electrical contractor, and license may be revoked 
for violation of this rule. 

No license shall be recognized by the City of Romulus 
unless such licenses are issued by a cooperating 
municipality having an Examining Board. 

The City of Romulus shall permit Electrical Con¬ 
tractors lawfully licensed by other municipalities of the 
State of Michigan to install, alter or repair electrical 
wiring, equipment, apparatus or fixtures for light, heat or 
power purposes within the corporate limits of the Gty of 
Romulus upon payment of a Five ($5.00) Dollar 
registration fee, provided that such municipalities 
reciprocate in recognizing Electrical Contractors who are 
duly licensed under the provisions of this Ordinance by 
granting them the same privilege and charging the same 
uniform license and registration fees. Provided further, 
that the licensingJprdinances are substantially equal to 
the requirements of this Ordinance. Journeyman elec¬ 
tricians duly licensed by any municipality cooperating in 
the reciprocal arrangement shall be permitted to work in 
the City of Romulus without the payment of a registration 
fee; Provided, however, that any Journeyman electrician 
doing work within the City of Romulus, and holding a 
license from a cooperating municipality, shall register 
with the Inspection Authority. 

No Electrical Contractors ’ license shall be recognized, 
for the purpose of registration, by the Gty of Romulus, of 
applicants who maintain their principal place of business 
in a municipality which fails to approve, by affirmative 
action of its legislative Body, the reciprocal and mutually 
interchangeable licensing arrangements covered by this 
Ordinance. 

Corporations applying for Electrical Contractors’ 
licenses, whose principle place of business is not in the 
State of Michigan, may obtain such licenses from the 
Inspection Authority upon approval by the Examining 
Board and the payment of the prescribed fee. Provided, 
that the applicant shall file a duly executed bond in the 


penal sum of One Thousand ($1,000.(X)) Dollars running to 
the Gty of Romulus conditioned for the faithful per¬ 
formance and observance of the Ordinance and Rules and 
Regulations made and approved as hereinafter provided 
controlling the installaton of electrical wiring and 
equipment. 

Such bond shall be a surety bond from a recognized and 
approved Surety Company authorized to transact 
business in the State of Michigan. 

Any Electrical (Z!ontractor’s or Journeyman elec¬ 
trician’s license may, after a hearing, be suspended or 
revoked by the Examining-Board having issued such 
license upon evidence presented that false statements 
have been made upon application for license or ujwn 
evidence presented that the person, firm or corporation 
holding such license willfully or by reason of in¬ 
competence repeatedly violates any rules and 
regulations relating to the inspection, maintaiance, 
alteration or repair of electrical wiring, devices, ap¬ 
pliances or equipment, (d) The Board of Examiners is 
hereby empowered and it shall be their duty to make such 
rules and regulations concerning Electrical work in the 
Gty of Romulus as may be required to properly provide 
for the situation therein. The rules and regulations so 
made shall be effective upon approval by the Gty (Council 
and shall take precedence over plans, specifications and 
National Electric Code Rules. 

Section 11. EXEMPTIONS. The provisions of this Or¬ 
dinance shall not apply to the following: 

(a) The installing of radio and television receiving sets 
and equipment (the installation of convenience outlets for 
power supply to a radio or television set shall be subject to 
such rules and regulations.) 

(b) This Ordinance and its provisions shall not apply to 
apparatus and equipment installed by or for any public 
utility operating under jurisdiction of ^e Michigan Public 
Service Commission and used primarily for this 
generation or distribution of electric current or for signal 
or communication purposes. 

Section 12. PENALTY. Any person, firm or corporation 
who shall fail to comply with any of the provisions hereof, 
shall upon conviction thereof, be subject to a fine of not 
more than Five Hundred ($5(X).00) Dollars or im¬ 
prisonment in the (^unty Jail or the Detroit House of 
(Correction in the discretion of the (k)urt for a period not to 
exceed ninety (90) days or by both such fine and im¬ 
prisonment in the discretion of the Court unless otherwise 
provided in this Ordinance. 

Section 13. REPEAL OF CONFLICTING OR¬ 
DINANCES. All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed enly to the extent 
necessary to give this Ordinance full force and effect. 
Should any section, subdivision, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this Ordinance be declared by the (Courts to be 
invalid the same shall not affect the validity of the Or¬ 
dinance as a whole or any part thereof other than the part 
so invalidated. 

Section 14. LIABILITY. This Ordinance shall not be 
construed to relieve from or lessen the responsibility or 
liability of any party owning, operating, controlling or 
installing any electric wiring, electric devices and-or 
electric material for damages to person or property 
caused by any defect therein, nor shall the Gty of 
Romulus be held as assuming any such liability by reason 
of the inspection authorized herein, or certificate of in¬ 
spection issued as herein provided. 

Section 15. EFFEfCTIVE DATE. This Ordinance shall 
become effective immediately upon publication.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF ROMULUS AP¬ 
PROVING THE URBAN RENEWAL PLAN AND THE 
FEASIBILITY OF REOLOCATION FOR PROJECT NO. 
MICH. R-187. 

WHEREAS, under the provisions of Title I of the 
Housing Act of 1949, as amended, the Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development is authorized to provide financial 
assistance to Local Public Agencies for undertaking and 
carrying out urban renewal projects; and 
WHEREAS it is provided in such Act that contracts for 
financial aid thereunder shall require that the Urban 
Renewal Plan for the respective project area be approved 
by the governing body of the locality in which the project 
is situated and that such approval include findings by the 
governing body that: 

1) The financial aid to be provided in the contract is 
necessary to enable the project to be undertaken in ac¬ 
cordance with the Urban Renewal Plan; 

2) That the Urban Renewal Plan will afford maximum 
opportunity, consistent with the sound needs of the 
locality as a whole, for the rehabilitation or redevelop¬ 
ment of the urban renewal area by private enterprise ; 

3) The Urban Renewal Plan conforms to a general plan 
for the development of the locality as a whole ; and 

4) The Urban Renewal Plan gives due consideration to 
the provision of adequate park and recreational areas and 
facilities, as may be desirable for neighborhood im¬ 
provement, with special consideration for the health, 
safety, and welfare of children residing in the general

United States , of Arnerica, acting fay and through the 
Secretary of Housing and Urban Development, pursuant 
to which Federal funds were provided for and; 

WHEREAS it is desirable and in the public interest that 
the Local Public Agency undertake and carry out the 
urban renewal project (herein called the “Project”) 
identified as Wayne-Beverly Project Mich. R-187 and 
encompassing the area bounded by Beverly Road, Howe 
Road, Van Bom Road and C^iamberlain of the City of 
Romulus, County of Wayne, State of Michigan (herein 
called the “Locality”) and 

WHEREAS the Local Public Agency has applied for 
additional financial assistance under such Act and 
proposes to enter into an additional contract or contracts 
under the Department of Housing and Urban Develop¬
